Fred Hildenbrand, president 
of Atlantic Richfield Canada 
Ltd., confirmed that suits by 
Imperial and by Gulf Oil had 
been received and added: 

“I cannot comment because 
the case is before the courts. 
Any comments may be used 
against our company." 

Imperial and Gulf arc two 
of the three remaining 
partners in the Syneryde con¬ 
sortium. The other is Canada 
Cities Service Ltd. Together 
they are seeking new financ¬ 
ing to take the place of Atlan¬ 
tic Richfield. 

Atlantic Richfield, which 
had a 30-per-cent interest in 
the oil sands project, said it 
was withdrawing its partici¬ 
pation mainly because of 
soaring costs. 

Syncrude estimated last 
month that the cost of the

Walkout ‘rehearsal’ 
of nation-wide strike

Last month’s walkout by 
some federal government em¬ 
ployees in Victoria and other 
major Canadian centres was 
a “dress rehearsal" for a 
strike which wifi probably t\it 
the entire country in mid- 
February, a Vicloria union 
s|x>kesman said Wednesday. 

“We. are teetering on the 
brink of a national strike; I 
Ihink it’s inevitable. We can’t, 
avoid 4t,” said Tom Dalzell. 
business agent for the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada on 
Vancouver Island. 

A walkout by J 9,000 
members of the General 
Labor ana’ Trades Group com- 
iwpent of PS AC would pull 
about 500 Victoria workers off 
the job. 

It would also completely 
paralyse facilities such as the 
Victoria International Airport 
at Patricia Bay, the Esqui¬ 
mau federal dockyards and 
the Federal forestry laborato¬ 
ry and would halt vocational 
education programs at Wil¬ 
liam Head prison, the PSAC 
agent said. 

The major issue in the bar¬ 
gaining alliance’s dispute with 
the federal Treasury Board is 
wages, Dalzell said. 

The dispute has been in 
conciliation since late last 
year, but “all hope" of reach¬ 
ing an agreement through 
these meaps appears gone, 
he added. 

"We’re asking for wage 
parity with workers on the 
outside (the private business 
sector), but' it doesn’t look 
like we’re going to get it with¬ 
out a strike. 

"We have a conciliator who 
has told us that, in British 
Columbia at least, there is no 
way we’d get parity with the 
outside. 


"To us, that means one 
thing: Strike.” 

Dalzell said many PSAC 
workers in B.C. now average 
$2.55 an hour less than they 
would receive doing compara¬ 
ble work for private employ¬ 
ers. 

The PSAC wants that gap 
closed, he said, and is not 
likely to approve any settle¬ 
ment which doesn’t do that. 

The treasury board, though, 
appears unwillihg to agree to 
any contract which grants 
parity to any federal workers 
except those in economically- 
depressed areas of Canada, 
where the gap between gov¬ 
ernment and private business 
w'ages is minimal. 

Dalzell said Victoria-area 
PSAC members will meet at 
the Esqdimalt Recreation 
Centre Jan. 24, when national 
alliance negotiators will brief 
them on the status of concilia¬ 
tion talks and on preparation 
for the strike regarded as in¬ 
evitable by the workers’ rep¬ 
resentatives. 

In an unusual move for a 


union discussing a possible 
strike, Dalzell said the meet¬ 
ing would be open to anyone 
who cared to show up at the 
recreation centre at 8 p.m.

WASHINGTON (CP) — An administrative Jaw 
judge Wednesday authorized Northwest Pipeline £orp. 
of Salt Lake City to import an additional 55 million 
cubic feet a day of Alberta natural gas, the price to 
range between $1.61 and $1.91 per thousand cubic 
feet. 

The additional volume is to help make up for 
shortages resulting from production problems in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia fields. 

In Victoria, Premier Ddvid 
Barrett said Wednesday that 
the development confirmed ^ 

his contention that B.C. gas 
should be selling at a much 
higher rate. 

Under U.S. Federal Power 
Commission regulations, the 
decision by Judge J. S. Ka¬ 
plan goes into effect in 40 
days unless objections are 
filed beforehand. 

The gas will be purchased 
from Pan-Alberta Gas Ltd. 
and transported to a connec¬ 
tion at Sunias, Wash., by 
Westcoast Transmission Co. 

Ltd. 

Experts here said that al¬ 
though the price for the extra 
supply appeared high- 
approaching the SI.93 recently 
proposed by Barrett — about 
25 per cent of the natural gas 
produced in the U.S. is re¬ 
garded as “free gas” and al¬ 
lowed to find its own market 
level. In some cases, this is as 
high as $4 per thousand cubic- 
feet. 

Barrett said in Victoria, 

“Well of coui>e this just con¬ 
firms my contention that B.C. 
gas should be selling at a 
much higher rate. The federal 
minister oh energy Mr. < Don¬ 
ald) Macdonald has already 
stated publicly that my posi¬ 
tion is a correct one and that 
there will be a review of natu¬ 
ral gas prices this spring at a . 
first ministers’ conference. 

“I want everybody to under¬ 
stand very c (early that we are 
selling our gas too cheaply to 
the United States. And with 
this court decision some Al¬ 
berta gas will be selling at 50 
per cent more than what we 
are presently receiving at the 
border.” 

Should Judge Kaplan’s deci¬ 
sion become tinal, and there 
is considered little likelihood 
it will be overturned, it w'ould 
mark the first time incremen¬ 
tal pricing had been applied 
to gas from Canada, experts 
said. 

Generally, all gas to all cus¬ 
tomers is Limped in together 
and the price averaged out. In 
this case, the extra gas will 
be paid for by those contract¬ 
ing for it.

NANAIMO — The British 
Columbia Energy Commission 
has approved rate increases 
which will raise home fuel 
- costs of the average gas cus¬ 
tomer in Nanaimo by 50 to 60 
per cent. 

In announcing the Nanaimo 
rate increase, the BCEC also 
asked the provincial govern¬ 
ment for authority to conduct 
a full inquiry into “all facets 
of the supply and pricing of 
butane and propane in B.C.” 

The increase made public 
Wednesday — is the highest 
ever authorized by the com¬ 
mission for a B.C. gas utility, 
hut is still substantially below 
the increase of more than 100 
per cent asked by the Van¬ 
couver Island Gas Co. Ltd. 
The BCEC pared the com¬ 
pany’s cost figures ana re¬ 
fused to increase its rate of 
return in deciding the final 
figures. 

The Vancouver Island Gas 
Co. serves only the Nanaimo 
area, where it has 737 resi-, 
dential customers and 332 
commercial customers. 

The increase affects only 
Nanaimo consumers. 

A s|x>kesman for the com¬ 
pany said the price of gas 
before - the increase was 17 
cents a hundred cubic feet, 
going to about 27 cents. 


An employee of the com¬ 
pany said some Nanaimo resi¬ 
dents might be tempted to in¬ 
stall their own underground 
tanks and buy liquid gas out¬ 
side the Nanaimo area. But

IT’S OVER and done with now but the bad 
taste lingers on. A few months ago a Van¬ 
couver man, Howard Mezger, was convicted 
of practising acupuncture without possessing 
a medical degree, or. if you will, a permit 
from the B.C. College of Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons. 

Mezger had been using the ancient Chi¬ 
nese method of healing for a number of 
years. Wasn’t doing it clandestinely by any 
means and had built up a large and evidently 
satisfied clientele. 

Then the College of Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons laid its charge and Mezger was tried, 
found guilty, fined a few bucks and given r 
six-month suspended sentence. 

DURING that trial, many of Mezger’s pa¬ 
tients came forward to testify on his behalf. 
They recounted the benefits they had re¬ 
ceived from his ministrations and how they 
had not been helped by standard medical 
help. This was duly noted by the judge, but at 
the same time, it was labelled irrelevant by 
Dr. W. G. McClu r e, th e registrar of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 

Hi said that the healing success enjoyed 
by Mezger’s patients was irrelevant, that the 
issue at hand was the fact Mezger had indeed 
practised without a license and, as it turned 
out, this was the only issue that counted, 
otherwise Mezger would not have been found 
guilty. 

IRRELEVANT? Irrelevant to the patients 
who gained a measure of relief from pain? 
Irrelevant to those who, through the insertion 
of needles, found a new will to go on living? 
Hardily, and this is the tragedy of the whole 
episode because those people are now back to 
square one. They are back to the nagging 
pains and to the hopelessness of a life with¬ 
out relief. 

There is no doubt of the need for controls. 
% The College of Physicians and Surgeons is 
the obvious vehicle for these controls, but I 
would think there has to be some bending on 
its part in order to satisfy not only the letter 
of the law. but the needs of the afflicted as 
well. It’s all very well and good to be pomp* 
ous as hell about the regulations, but when 
its own members haven’t been able to effect 
relief of pain in many cases, then those regu¬ 
lations should be modified to bring about ac¬ 
commodation. 

IN THE CASE of Mezger and others like 
him. it should be no insurmountable problem 
fa set up a system of medical supervision, as 
in the proposed acupuncture clinics. These 
clinics, however, will not be able to take in 
all the cases of say, Howard Mezger. Some 


patients will be ruled out because of the let¬ 
ter of the law governing the clinics. 

The medical profession continues to use 
the reasoning that acupuncture only removes 
the pain, it does not cure the ailment. It 
somehow misses the point that too often con¬ 
ventional medical practises do neither. And 
this becomes the crux of the whale discuu- 
sran. if, after all conventional medioai meth¬ 
ods have beeri applied and found wanting, 
should not it be incumbent on the profession 
to seek out altert*a/te aid for those patients? 

I HAVE pointeckout before there are cer¬ 
tain doctors who do Inde ed attempt to have 
their patients see acupuncturists after their 
own procedures have failed. I know of several 
in this city who have asked for referrals to 
recognized acupuncture specialists for their 
patients, knowing full well that the acupunc¬ 
ture specialists were not part and parcel of 
the closed shop of medicine. These men, un¬ 
fortunately, are the exceptions. The old 
guard thinking still prevails with the majori- 
—- - ———= - ■ 

And speaking of referrals, this is another 
area that surely must be cleaned up by the 
profession, or, if need be, by government In¬ 
tervention. 

THE referral system has its merits^ to a 
point. The first time a patient is referred by 
the family physician, to say, an orthopedic 
specialist, is perfectly kosher. 

But then the red tape starts moving in. If 
you don’t have cause to return to that specia¬ 
list in the next six months, than after that 
time you must once again get a referral. As 
an example, a patient might have been sent 
to a specialist for treatment of bursitis. As¬ 
sume that the treatment works, but seven 
months later the problem flares anew. You 
call the specialist, the nurse tells you sorry, 
you’ll once again have to get a referral from 
your own doctor. . _ 

THIS WOULD be fine if the family doctor 
merely had to instruct his nurse to call up 
the specialist and make the appointment. It 
doesn’t work this way, however. You must 
first make an appointment with your family 
doctor, go through that process and then, on 
to the specialist. Time wasted and yes, 
money wasted too inasmuch as tiie family 
doctor collects a fee for that largely unneces¬ 
sary visit. 

The middle man. therefore, could be eli¬ 
minated from this particular process and the 
patients would be much happier. 

The all-powerful College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, however, prefers to remain an 
unchallenged island unto itself. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Will 
you please explain what se¬ 
vere neuralgia pains are? 
Miss L. J. 

Neuralgia is a pain along 
the course of one or more 
nerves. There are various 
types of neuralgia depending 
on the a^ea involved. The 
pain of shingles, for example, 
is a form of neualgia; so is tic 
douloureaux. Sciatica due to 
irritation of the sciatic nerve 
is another. 

There is no significance in 
Ihe use of the term “severe" 
except just in "what it implies: 
jieuralgla pain that is espe¬ 
cially harsh. 

Thoftteaon: My 

doctor told me I musl quit

smoking. He has given me 
two weeks. Then I must see 
him again. 

I have fried to quit, but the 
nervousness gets to me and I 
start all over again. I have 
heard that hypnotizing a pa¬ 
tient and placing the “quit” 
suggestion to him works. I’m 


willing to try and believe it 
could help me. — S.J.A. 

. The most important factor 
in quitting tobacco-is motiva¬ 
tion. Apparently the fear of 
future sickness and pain is 
not sufficient for most smok¬ 
ers. But in your case, the ap¬ 
parent presence of an existing 
ailment that prompted your 
doctor to order you to quit is 
another story. It should be 
enough. 

If that isn’t motivation 
enough, then what is? 

Hypnosis has been used, but 
I, can’t say with what results, 
your local medical society 
could tell you which, if any, 
doctors practice hypnosis in 
your area.

Director William Colby ac¬ 
knowledged Wednesday that 
•he CIA maintained files on 
10,000 American dissidents, 
and also conducted sur¬ 
veillance in two U.S. fcitips to 
abort a reported plot to kill 
Spiro Agnew. when he was 
vice -president. 

Colby's acknowledgement 
name in a 15-page rejxrrt to 
the intelligence subcommittee 
of the senate appropriations 
committee. It also detailed 
other apparently illegal 
domestic activities. 


However, Colby denied 
news reports that the agency 
had engaged in massive ille¬ 
gal activities in violation of 
its 1947 charter which prohib¬ 
its domestic intelligence. 

"Any institution . . . would 
be hard put to avoid some 
wrong steps,” he told the sub¬ 
committee. "But any steps 
over the line in CIA’s 27-year 
history Were few and far be¬ 
tween and if wTong, stemmed 
from a misconception of th^

WASHINGTON President 
Ford’s plan to stockpile 1.3 
billion barrels of oil in salt, 
domes and storage tanks as a 
"strategic reserve” would cu¬ 
shion the shock of future em¬ 
bargoes, but it would also 
conflict with his announced 
goals for cutting imports. 

And, since administration 
sources concede the stockpile 
itself must be built with im- 
|M>rts, quigk actipp on the pro¬ 
posal could endanger U.S. ef¬ 
forts to drive doWn the 
present high price of foreign 
oil. 

Unless handled slowly and 
delicately, one government 
specialist involved in drafting 
the plan noted Wednesday, 
U.S. purchases for the stock¬ 
pile could actually push world 
petroleum prices to still more 
ruinous levels. 

Thus the reserve that Ford 
said Wednesday will make 
"the United States invulnera¬ 
ble to foreign disruptions” 
may not be so easy to achieve 
as his State of the Union mes¬ 
sage suggested and it will not 


reach the proportions he de¬ 
scribed for at least a decade. 

The bean of the reserve¬ 
building problem is v that 
domestic production of crude 
oil has been declining since 
1970. Even the arrival of oil 
from Alaska’s North Slope, 
.campled with the commercial 
Y>roduction of naval petroleum 
reserves advocated by Ford, 
is expected to do little more 
than stabilize the level of U.S. 
production. 

There is, as a result, no 
place to get oil for a strategic 
reserve except frjm the Arab 
and other overseas producers 
against whom the stockpile is 
intended to protect the nation. 
The government can, of 
course, obtain the oil it puts 
in storage from domestic 
sources, but that will only 
Wee die civilian market to 
purchase an equal amount of 
imports. 


So far as the U.S. balance 
of payments and the money 
drain into Arab coffers are 
concerned, the result is the 
same wherever the govern¬ 
ment gets tlie reserve oil, fed¬ 
eral officials conceded Wed¬ 
nesday. 

In his State of the Union 
message. Ford repeated earli¬ 
er pledges to cut U.S. imports 
of crude oil and petroleum 
products one millibn barrels a 
day below projected consump¬ 
tion in 1975 and 1.6 million 
barrels a day below projected 
levels in 1977. 

These cuts are intended to 
be permanent, officials said. 
Yet the government, pumping 
oil into the storage facilities 
"at the rate of one million bar¬ 
rels a day, would need about 
five years to accumulate the 
one billion barrels Ford said 
are needed to protect the 


domestic economy and the 300 
million barrels wanted for 
military reserves. 

Federal Energy Administra¬ 
tion officials working on th* 
proposal indicated it Would 
take at least a year to do the 
engineering, economic, envi¬ 
ronmental, and other studies 
necessary before stockpiling 
can actually begin.

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Headway in prison reform 


npHE KINDER TOEATMENT of law - breakers 
A that gets walkers of the straight-and-narrow 
riled up at times has reached an extreme in Cali¬ 
fornia. A report from San Diego says they joke 
about breaking into the city’s new^ Metropolitan 
Correctional Centre instead of out. 

The “residents,” as they are called, live in car¬ 
peted quarters with all of the other trappings of 
a nice hotel, and more: soothing music, free drinks 
at any hour, a lovely view of San Diego Bay, com¬ 
fortable beds. In the penthouse gymnasium are 
ping-pong tables, handball and volleyball courts. 
Institutional clothing is out; the issue to prisonei-s 
is sports attire for the men, slacks, skirts and 
hlouses for the women, all in bright colors. 

There are color television sets and pool tables 
bn each of the 12 floors of the $13 million jail, and 
In announcing the setting up of similar centres in 
New York and Chicago, the director of the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons, Norman A. Carlson, says: “For 
the first time in this nation’s history we will be 
dealing with the offender in a humane and efficient 
fashion.” 

This Is not to suggest that the Canadian peni¬ 
tentiary service in its attempts to bring the way¬ 
ward back into the mainstream should be so kind. 


Rut the “correctional centre” concept in prison re¬ 
form has a great deal going for it without a doubt. 
And Canada might push its “half-way house” plan 
further. 

How r well the “homes” already established are 
doing in straightening out law breakers is not 
known. But little is heard of difficulties arising 
from them. 

And they are credited with helping, in large 
pari, to reduce tensions of overcrowding in the 
maximum security, traditional prisons w'here thei*c 
have been rioting and bloodshed all too frequently. 

A recent count showed the Canadian prison 
population at 8,636 as compared to 9,219 a year 
previous. 

The selection of prisoners for transfer to the 
“halfway house” is all-important, of course, and 
the indication is that care is being taken in. the 
screening process. 

This is supported by the record of return by 
prisoners granted leave over the Christmas and New 
Year holidays. Three-day passes were given 1,072, 
and all but 12 returned on schedule; four of 265 re¬ 
leased from the three Prairie provinces,*four of 360 
givenHemporary, freedom in Ontario, and four of 
215 released in Quebec. All of 65 in the Maritimes 
and 167 in British Columbia were “good boys.” 


A notable exclusion 


r E LATEST ISSUE of lnfomat, a weekly bulle¬ 
tin of Statistics Canada, conveys this interest¬ 
ing intelligence: “Canada’s provincial and territori¬ 
al governments (excluding British Columbia) em¬ 
ployed a total of 328,122 persons in general gov¬ 
ernment services during the last pay period of Sep¬ 
tember. 1974, an increase of 2.9 per cent from a 
year earlier.” 

No i-eason is offered for the exclusion of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

But from our own importer on provincial af¬ 
fairs we now have pertinent figures: when the NDP 


took over government in B.C two years ago last 
fall, the provincial employees numbered 30,612; a 
year later, 34,226. The 1974 figures are not avail¬ 
able yet, but the total is expected to be close to 
40,000. The first year’s growth was 11.8 per cent, 
the past'year’s is expected to be greater. 

ft’s unfortunate Statistics Canada didn’t have 
the B.C. information, which could have changed 
lhat 2.9 per cent growth figure quite a bit. Perhaps 
the provincial public service was too busy adding 
100 employees a week to get around to telling Otta¬ 
wa? 


Council interference 


WTHAT CRIES OF ALARM there were when 
W Victoria city council, years ago, decided to 
get out of the business of regulating store hours. A 
women’s wear shop held an all-night sale to show 
whal would happen as a result of unrestricted com¬ 
petition. Some merchants claimed thal Victoria 
would be like another Los Angeles with super¬ 
markets open 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 
None of the objectors stopped to think that Vic¬ 
toria might need the population of Los Angeles to 
support the wavs of Los Angeles. 

Nor, apparently, does the current mayor, of 
Victoria, Peter Pollen. He has warned the council 


that, without some regulation of Sunday hours, Vic¬ 
toria will become “another Los Angeles with Sun¬ 
day commercial schlock.” Accordingly, in so-called 
caucus, the council has agreed to study the possibil¬ 
ity of imposing a ban on retail sales on Sundays for 
all but essential services. 

It’s a pity the aldermen have such short mem¬ 
ories. If they accept the mayor’s proposal they will 
have to learn over again — most of them are of an 
age to have known it once — how nearly impossi¬ 
ble it is to prohibit “all but essential” Sunday re¬ 
tailing and to do it fairly and enforceably. They 
will learn too that interfering with their electors’ 
shopping habits is not the road to popularity. 


The threat of nuclear terrorism 


A L.S. government report 
ha* * raised the possibility thal 
there is enough nuclear mate¬ 
rial missing for terrorists or 
extortionists to create thou¬ 
sands of crude atomic weap¬ 
ons, each big enough to de¬ 
stroy the centre of a large 
city. 

The report, by the Atomic 
Energy Commission, says: 

' Because of the widespread 
dissemination of instructions 
for making simple nuclear 
weapons, acquisition of spe¬ 
cial nuclear materials re¬ 
mains the only substantial 
problem facing groups desir¬ 
ing to have such weapons.” 

Seven atomic threats from 
individuals have been re¬ 
ceived in the United States. In 
1970, the city of Orlando, 
Florida, received an extortion 
note threatening to blow up 
the town unless $1 billion in 
cash was paid. The extor¬ 
tionist thoughtfully included a 
diagram of his hydrogen de¬ 
vice. A weapons expert at a 
local air force base, who was 
shown the diagram, concluded 
that the bomb would probably 
work. Detectives found the 
note to be the work of a 14- 
year-old high school student, 
who was arrested. 

He did not have a bomb, but 
he had access to numerous 
books which describe how to 
make one. One of the clearest 
accounts is in the En¬ 
cyclopaedia Americana. It is 
also the most authoritative, 
since it is written by Dr. John 
S Foster, formerly a designer 
of nuclear weapons for the 
U.S. government and later 
head of research and develop¬ 
ment for the department of 
defence. 

+ ★ ★ 

What is still disturbing 
about the Orlando extortion 
attempt was the fact that the 
AEC, when questioned by 
investigators on the case, 
could not assure the city that 
no nuclear material was miss¬ 
ing. The former director of 
the AECs Division of Nuclear 
Materials Safeguards said: 
The best that Orlando could 
be told was that there was no 
overt displacement or missing 
shipments. But there’s no way 
of knowing if a portion ot any 
shipment had been smuggled 
out.’'

Probably no significant 
amounts of nuclear material 
are missing, but nobody can 
state that with any certainty. 
Some of the material is lo*t in 
ihe processing, or “evapo¬ 
rates” because of imprecise 
statistics. The proportion of 
unaccountable material re¬ 
mains the same, but the total 
amount becomes larger be¬ 
cause of the new nuclear re¬ 
actors* going into operation. 

★ ★ ★ 

II is estimated that it would 
only take about 40 pounds of 
enriched uranium or 12 
pounds of plutonium to make 
a workable atomic bomb. One 
highly-placed official is quot¬ 
ed by the New Ybrk Times as 
saying that one plant alone 
was unable to account for 
about 9,000 pounds of highly- 
enriched uranium. which 
would be sufficient to majf« 
223 crude bombs. 

There is some disagreement 
about the difficulty of manu¬ 
facturing a bomb which, un ! 
fortunately, can only be set- 
lied if some amateur »ucceeds 
in doing it. But. in an experi¬ 
ment by the AEC, two young 
physicists, fresh out of gradu¬ 
ate school, were assigned to 
design a working bomb from 
current public literature. It 
took them six months to come 
up with a design which the ex¬ 
perts said would work* 

The biggest difficulty is in 
getting materials, but if the 
thief is willing to risk his own 
health, it shouldn’t be impos¬ 
sible. . 

The weak point in the chain 
of safeguards is in the trans¬ 
port. In the United States, 26 
plants handle plutonium and 
highly-enriched uranium and 
in a typical onc-year period 
they made 434 shipments of 
special nuclear material. 
Each truck or train was ac¬ 
companied by two armed 
guards, but they would not be 
a serious deterrent to a dedi¬ 
cated. trained group of terror¬ 
ists. Even the mild precau¬ 
tions which are required 
such as having a two-way 
radio in the truck, or sticking 
to a known, planned route 
are sometimes not observed. 


If the thief doesn’t like the 
idea of conventional violence, 
he can simply contract to 
have some plutonium smug¬ 
gled out of the plants which 
handle plutonium, and which 
are unable to account for 
every last ounce. 

The Kerr-McCee plant in 
Oklahoma, one of 15 commer¬ 
cial plants in Lhe country, has 
been charged with being un¬ 
able to locate 60 pounds of 
plutonium, 10 per cent of the 
amount it was supposed to 
have on hand. A young 
woman who was in contact 
with investigators about the 
missing material died in an 
automobile accident as she 
was on the way to talk to 
them. 

★ * ★ 

With plutonium, which is 
20,000 times more toxic than 
cobra venom, and 1,000 times 
more toxic than the modem 
nerve gases, it would not be 
necessary to make a true 
atomic device to hold a city to 
ransom. Jt would suffice to 
make a conventional high ex¬ 
plosive bomb that would scat¬ 
ter plutonium, over a populat¬ 
ed area and make it uninhabi¬ 
table. It is estimated that a 
lethal dose of plutonium, 
when absorbed into the lungs, 
is about 50 millionths of a 
gram. 

Several members of 
Congress have talked about

It is not agreed that even 
better precautions would 
make an absolute difference. 
U.S. military authorities take 
extraordinary precautions 
with nuclear warheads. The 
bombs are hidden in isolated 
bunkers, guarded by men, 
dogs and electronic devices. 
Occasionally, Army Special 
Forces units are instructed to 
try to i>enetrate tlte storage 
sites and have always failed, 
according to the Pentagon. 
But General Michael S. Davi¬ 
son, commander of U.S. 
forces in Europe, told a ineel- 
. .jnj* in Germany: “It would be 
difficult to protect any target 
which was the objective of a 
well-trained and properly 
armed and maniacal group.” 

The United States is finally 
becoming aware of die prob¬ 
lem of nuclear safeguards, 
and is thinking seriously 
about what to do about it. But 
any country which has a func¬ 
tioning nuclear reactor has 
the basic raw materials 
plutonium or highly-enriched 
uranium. for a workable 
atomic device. At the last 
count, 35 nations have such 
nuclear power plants.

It becomes all the more im¬ 
portant, therefore, that the 
Conservative Party should be 
in a fit state to enter such a 
coalition. Even if the coalition 
does not occur, or not yet, a 
healthy Conservative Party' is 
urgently needed as a refuge 
and a rallying point for all the 
frightenea', disillusioned and 
angry’ victims of inflation and 
a union-dominated socialist 
government. 

But, for months now. the 
Conservative Party has been 
in shocking disarray, uncer¬ 
tain of its own identity and 
squabbling endlessly about 
what kind of leader it wants 
and what sort of policies it 
should have. The leadership 
question will probably be set¬ 
tled quite soon, when Mr. 
Heath submits himself (al¬ 
though somewhat reluctantly) 
to a newly designed process 
under which the party leader 
musl be periodically re-eleei- 
ed. 

★ * ★ 

He will certainly be chal¬ 
lenged. Indeed, discontent 
with Mr. Heath’s leadership is 
the sole reason for the new 
procedures. The talk centres 
mainly on his personality, and 
on whether it was his fault 
that the Conservatives lost 
two elections last year, and 
on who, if anybody, might be 
a more successful leader: but 
behind these tactical consider¬ 
ations lie much more signifi¬ 
cant and interesting ar¬ 
guments of principle. 

Mr. Heath represents a type 
of managerial conservatism 
which would' never try to put 
the clock back or to dismantle 
the socialist apparatus creat¬ 
ed by Labor go vernments . It 
aspires merely to run tile ap* 
paratus more efficiently and 
in a less doctrinaire way. Mr. 
Heath himself, w hen he was 
prime minister, tried to deal 
with the unions by making 
them part of a corporate-state 
arrangement, in which major 
economic decisions would 
have been made collectively 
and jointly by representatives 
of the government, the unions 
and the employers. 

Legislation passed by Mr. 
Heath's government is being 
used happily bv the Labor 


government for controlling 
and subsidizing private in¬ 
dustry. And the disastrous in¬ 
flation from which Britain is 
now suffering was stimulated 
and condoned as much -by his 
government as by the present 
one. 

There is, however, another 
sort of conservatism, which 
has lately been gaming 
strength again after a long 
period out of fashion; a 
more principled conservatism, 
which believes in a free mar¬ 
ket and sound money, and is 
not at all enamored of either 
a corporate or a welfare 
state. 

★ ★ ★ 

It is from this section of the 
party that the main challenge 
to Mr. Heath will come. Who 
the contenders will be. and 
just how the arguments will 
be shaped, is not yet clear. 
But the philosophic battlolincs 
have already been firmly 
drawn. 

To put the matter another 
way, the Establishment of the 
Conservative Party has be¬ 
come defeatist about revers¬ 
ing the tide erf collectivism: it 
seeks merely to ride the 
waves. The rebels, who in¬ 
clude many of the party’* 
young intellectuals, want to 
reassert the absolute value of 
freedom. 

T3iis is a dispute which 
surely deserves the keenest 
attention from conservatives 
elsewhere in the western 
world', and particularly- 
because the political struc¬ 
tures are most similar—in the 
United States and Canada.

Saanich ruling 
‘unacceptable’

In a decision likely to ignite a majorenviron- 
mental controversy, a royal commission has recom¬ 
mended that oil drilling be permitted on the already- 
endangered Great Barrier Reef. 


The three-member comniis- 
ni»n said that in its opinion 
drilling would lead to some 
pollution ranging from small 
to substantial, but added that 
the spillled oil probably would 
be nontoxfc to marine orga¬ 
nisms within a day or two. * 
A dissenting opinion was 
filed by commission chairman 
Sir Gordon Wallace. He said 
there was insufficient evi¬ 
dence to establish how long it 
takes oil to become nontoxic 
and indeed whether it. is 
completely harmless even 
when weathered. 


Wallace, former president 
of the state court of appeal, 
and the two scientists on the 
commission — one a British 
biologist, (he other a Canadi¬ 
an petroleum engineer — 
agreed in their 1,100-page re- 
jjort that drilling should not 
be permitted on any island, 
bay or reef. 

The scientists, however, ap¬ 
proved drilling in certain de¬ 
fined portions of the 1,250-mile 
reef, subject to safety precau¬ 
tions and buffer zones. 

★ ★ ★ 

“When you talk about some¬ 
thing as significant as ihe 
Barrier Reef, you’re talking 
about something that belongs 
to the world, not just, to Aus¬ 
tralia,” the director of the 
Australian Museum. Dr. F. H. 
Talbot, said in an interview. 


“The reef is the most signify 
leant marine national park in 
the world. There is no proof 
that drilling wouldn’t result In 
damage. And to damage a 
world asset like the reef 
would be quite untenable. It’s 
just bad priorities.” 

...Off-shore oil exploration 
was suspended along the reef 

ihe largest structure ever 
formed by living organisms 
when the commission was ap¬ 
pointed by the common¬ 
wealth government three 
years ago. 

•k it it ^ 

John Bjelke - Petersen, 
prime minister of Queensland, 
off the shores of which the 
reef is located, has extensive 
personal Interests in the oil 
operations. 

The reef, one of the world’s 
finest laboratories for marine 
scientists, has faced other in¬ 
truders besides the oil explor¬ 
ers. 

It has been mined for lime¬ 
stone, inundated by tourists 
and used by < the Australian 
air force for bombing prac¬ 
tice. 

It also has been attacked by 
great armies of coral-eating 
starfish which initially 
aroused little interest in the 
Queensland government. 

“We show little humility or 
caution in our approach to the 
Cireat Barrier Reef,” said 
Talbot. “Some of our tourist 


resorts, for example, have 
made very bad inroads on its 
lovelier Islands, without 
understanding their impart, 
or how to minimize it, and 
with no official guidance. 

★ ★ ★ 

The spiny, multiarmed 
crown-ot-thorn starfish first 
were observed In plague pro¬ 
portions 13 years ago, eating 
their way from reef island to 
reef island. 

Some scientists estimated 


that 65 per cent of the reef al¬ 
ready has been attacked but. 
there has been no official ac¬ 
tion except to set up new 
investigative committees. 

Opinions vary on what has 
caused the infestations of 
starfish. Some scientists 
blame man’s intrusion, others 
say it is a cyclic phenomenon. 

But all agree the southern 
movement of the starfish 
armies continues unarrested. 
The starfish eat the fragile 
covering of living coral on the 
reef, and in its place a fuzzy- 
gray weed-like algae takes 
over. 


The drilling permits for off¬ 
shore oil exploration, in which 
Bjelke-Petersen has interests, 
were put to bid in 1969. 

In an unusual decision, the 
Queensland minister for 
mines has refused to this day 
to say who the successful ap¬ 
plicants were. He claims dis¬ 
closure could prejudice the 
commission’s study of ways to 
save the reef. 

Against the wishes of 
Queensland, the common¬ 
wealth government wants to 
turn the entire 800-square- 
mile reef area into a national 
park. 

But Its attempt* have been 
thwarted because the state 
and federal governments are 
fighting in court to determine 
who actually owns the reef, 
and there is no legislation to 
cover any such thing as a na¬ 
tional park. 

“To talk of anyone owning 
the reef is the height of absur¬ 
dity,” Talbot said.

To qu ite 
from your article, “The ravages of inflation 
are of much less direct concern to well paid 
workers or to governments than they are 
to people on small pensions but neverthe¬ 
less there is a danger of killing the g»se 
that lays ihe golden egg.” 

Isn't il ironic that the well paid workers, 
who during their working life, earn enough to 
take care of themselves in their retirement 
years, are usually the recipients of a pension 


that provides an amount equal to 60-70 per 
cent of their highest yearly earnings. The lat¬ 
ter applies also to ex-servicemen—RCMP 
and federal employees, etc. 

Now, to quote you once more : “The catch 
is that the benefits to the pensioners have to 
be paid for by the people who produce tiie 
wealth of the country.” 

I -think that the civil servants mentioned 
above provide useful and necessary services 
to the country, bi^. surely it is the industrial 
workers who provide the gross national In¬ 
come. and how many of those receive from 
the country, the afore-mentioned adequate 
pensions. 

If the civil service pension schemes are 
self-supporting, why can’t we all be included, 
and scrap the Canada Pension. If they are 
not self-supporting, then who is feeding the 
golden goose and fcfr whom ? It strikes me 
that this mythical bird lays more addled 
eggs than golden ones.

Symphony: 1971 recalled 


During tiie past few weeks there has been a campaign of 
attack against the board of directors of the Victoria S>m- 
I»hony Society. We, the undersigned, believe this criticism to 
he inaccurate, unfair and unjust. We are all former members 
of the symphony boai-d who served during the period of the 
confrontation between the conductor and the executive com¬ 
mittee in 1971. 

jye supported the president at that time and the iwlicies 
he and his executive advocated; policies of a balanced bud¬ 
get, financial responsibility, and administrative control. 
When these policies were not adopted the president and his 
officers resigned from the executive on principle. A few 
months later we all resigned or left the board of. directors, 
some of our members after many years of service, and all of 
us opposed to the policies of the conductor. 

We are concerned that the actions of a well-intentioned 
but vocal dissident group, based on a lack of complete infor¬ 
mation, may influence persons who do not have access to the 
facts. Our prime concern is to save the symphony from un¬ 
warranted discord. 

We believe that these critics ai the elected board are new 
to the problem within the Society and have been influenced 
into taking n position on seotimental grounds that are without 
substance. As a result, there has been far too much emo¬ 
tionalism and a failure by the dissidents to present all the 
facts. 

The only real issue is the question does the conductor 
work for the Society within the bounds they stipulate or does' 
the Society work for the sole advancement of the conductor 
and the bounds he sets? This is the crux of the real problem. 

The prime consideration, of course, is the continuation of 
the VSS whose sole raison d’etre for the past 34 years is the 
growth and development of the orchestra. 

It is nonsense to say that boards are easier to replace 
than «•onduclprs. Our experience has been that it is not easy 
to attract tho right people to serve on any such honorary 
board and even more difficult to convince someone to take on 
L*ie great service out onerous .job of president. When they do 
they should not l>e mistreated and subjected to abuse. 

Mr. Paveiic’s recent comment in the press that the pres¬ 


ident of The Society is “insensitive and inflexible in her 
'dealing with the orchestra” is not only ungentlemanly but is 
completely untrue. Any struggle with the conductor is not. a 
struggle with the orchestra and to suggest otherwise is a 
gross distortion. « 

There have been five general managers of the Symphony 
Society in the past five years. The difficulties that each man¬ 
ager has had with the conductor have been well documented. 
Although the abilities of these men were exceptional, and 
their remuneration satisfactory, the pattern of difficulties 
was always the same and they all resigned within a short 
time. This must be indicative to anyone who is trying to 
understand the present situation. 

As previously stated, this problem goes back to 1971 when 
an identical power struggle took place between the members 
of the executive committee and the conductor; The problem 
was not satisfactorily resolved then and so must be faced 
again. “Those who fail to learn from history are doomed to 
relive it.” 

The predictions of the president of the Sociefy in 1971 and 
ihe board members who sided with him have now come true. 
Considerable financial deficits were predicted at that time 
unless certain economies were exercised. This advice was not 
accepted. Attempts to contain irresponsible spending were 
called interference with artistic license. The authority of the 
present: board, while attempting to exercise similar con¬ 
straints, has been similarly undermined. 

We urge that the .Society support the present board in 
order that they can solve the problem without interference 
and by due constitutional means.

Scientists air further atmospheric warnings 


NEW YORK (AP) The 
continued release of fluoro¬ 
carbons from aerosol spray 
cans and refrigerants into the 
atmosphere may result in in¬ 
creased skin cancer and ab¬ 
normal climatic changes, 
says a group of scientists. 


At a public hearing called 
by New York State Attorney- 
General Louis Lefkowitz to 
determine whether laws ate 
needed to regulate the sale of 
aerosol cans, the scientists 
reiterated that fluorocarbons 
were disintegrating the 


earth’s ozone layer which 
shields the planet from ultra¬ 
violet radiation. ^ 

However, they also agreed 
that more studies were need¬ 
ed before legislative curbs are 
enacted. 

Dr. F. S. Rowland of Uni¬ 


versity of California said that 
at the present rate of emis¬ 
sion the dangers, will increase 
considerably. 

He said his calculations 
show the ozflhe layer has al¬ 
ready been depleted 1 per 


cent by fluorocarbon contami¬ 
nation. 

“One consequence of depic¬ 
tion of this ozone layer has 
been an increase in human 
skin cancer,” he said. 

“Other possible effects 


which arc beyond the present 
capabilities of scientific eval¬ 
uation and prediction include 
additional biological reactions 
and climatic changes,” he 
said. 

Dr. Frederick Urhach, a 


sffin cancer specialist at Tenf- 
ple University, said the ozone 
depletion problem is not so 
threatening that society can¬ 
not wait at least two years 
before deciding whether Iegte- 
lation is'needed.

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Educational TV: 
Strachan moves 



The first step toward an ed¬ 
ucational television network 
in B.C. was taken Tuesday 
when Communications Min¬ 
ister Robert Strachan asked 
federal Communications Min¬ 
ister Gerard Pelletier to re¬ 
serve Channel 10. 

The next move is up to the 
federal cabinet. 

A year ago the provincial 
government asked the Canadi¬ 
an Radio-Television Commis¬ 
sion to place a moratorium on 
Channel 10 pending further 
provincial discussions on pos¬ 
sible use of the channel. 

T h a t. moratorium was 
granted but no official reserve 
was placed on the channel^ 
Later this month the CRTC 
meets again in Vancouver to 
discuss commercial TV appli- 
< ations. The deadline for ap¬ 
plication briefs is Jan. 20. 


Strachan s letter to Pelle¬ 
tier states that the application 
for a government reserve was 
made only after negotiations 
to share Channel 10 with the 
CBC had broken down. 

“Our initial preference was 
to adopt an innovative ap¬ 
proach. Strachan wrote. “This 
involved support for a CBC 
station for Victoria on Chan¬ 
nel 10 but one in which, in 
conjunction with CBCs Van- 1 
couver station, a provincial 
educational broadcasting cor¬ 
poration would be directly re- , 
sponsible for certain program 
slots.” 

The educational time slots, 
Strachan said, would have in¬ 
cluded 30 minutes of early 
evening programming of a 
general adult educational na¬ 
ture plus certain daytime 
hours for school programs.

out.” 

With the breakdown of, ne¬ 
gotiations between the gov¬ 
ernment and the CBC, Stra¬ 
chan said: “We have decided 
that the time has now come 
for a provincial television ca¬ 
pability to be established.” 

At a background briefing, 
senior department officials 
said that even if ihe federal 
cabinet approves the reserve 
application the next step 
application for a licence to 
the CRTC* will not be made 
for at least two years. 

One spokesman said the 
main thrust, if the application 
is granted, will he to develop 
program possibilities through¬ 
out the province in order to 
make the government’s li¬ 
cence application as strong as 
possible. 

The spokesman also said no 
costing for the province-wide 
TV network had been arrived 
at. 

"That will come later.” he 
said. “First we have to de¬ 
velop the capability; the hard¬ 
ware Will come later.”

Trustee Janet Baird said 
Tuesday she didn’t agree with 
new construction at a time i 
when the board “can’t afford 1 
it.” 

“Why is the board plannning 
to build at a time when there 
is growing recession, declin¬ 
ing student enrolments and 
empty classrooms?” Mrs. 
Baird asked at a construction 
and maintenance committee 
meeting. 

The $355,000 two-storey 
building will house the 
board’s data processing ter¬ 
minal, cable vision hookups, a 
teachers’ library, audio and 
video tapes, records and pic¬ 
tures, all of which are now 
stored In the Ewing building 
of Camosun College. 

Schools superintendent Jake 
Longmore said if the centre 
wasn't built, it would cost the 
l>oard three times as much as 
the cost of the building to rent 
space. 

The board has been leasing 
space tin the Ewing building 
from the University of Vic¬ 
toria at $80,000 to 5100,000 a 
year. The present lease ex¬ 
pires July 1, 1976, but a clause 
in the lease allows them to 
5 acate a year earlier, and let 
Camosun College take over 
the whole building. 

“The most efficient and eco¬ 
nomic way to store supple¬ 
mentary and complementary 
equipment is to put money 
into our own building instead 
of paying rent to someone 
else,” Longmore said.

Canadian Press 

The British Columbia gross 
provincial product increased 5 
per cent in terms of real 
growth in 1974, and real 
growth in 1975 is expected to 
be about 3 per cent, Economic 
Development Minister Gary 
Lauk said in Vancouver 
Wednesday. 

Lauk told a press confer¬ 
ence reviewing 1974 and pro¬ 
jecting growth for 1975 that 
B.C. ‘can look forward to 
another year of real growth, 
although much smaller than 
the percentage real growth of 
the last two years.” 

“Much of the future of 1975 
rests with the federal govern¬ 
ment decisions in Washington 
and other international eco¬ 
nomic centres,” the minister 
said. 

“The tremendous amount of 
money that has be en paid to 
ihc oil producing and export¬ 
ing countries (OPEC) in the 
last 18 months for oil has 
caused a serious contraction 
in the U.S. economy and. in 
turn, contributed to the lack 
of capital available for such 
things as economic growth 
and construction of housing.” 

Lauk predicted that the 
B.C. lumber industry will ben¬ 
efit from U.S. policy decisions 
this year because “by late 
1975, at the latest. President 
Ford will have to take action 
on housing in time for it to 
have some effect on the presi¬ 
dential elections (in 1976'.” 

“I believe B.C. has seen the 
worst of this current econom- 
; ic downturn,” he added. 

I Diversification of products 
! and markets continues to be 
i a major concern of the jgovem- 
I meni, Lauk said. 

During 1974, the major em¬ 
phasis was woi'king with the 
Council of Forest Industries to 
develop more markets for 
B.C. lumber. 

In 1975, he said, the empha¬ 
sis will be on encouraging 
sawmills and related indus¬ 
tries to “add value to their 
products” by diversifying into 
production of cabinets and 
other finished wood products. 

The minister said the gov¬ 
ernment’s study of provincial 
potential for steel production 
using coking coal is continu¬ 
ing. He said the government 
also is studying gasification of 
coal and continues to be inter¬ 
ested in secondary mineral 
production. 

‘T think we have to be real¬ 
istic in terms of our popula¬ 
tion and resources in develop* 
ing secondary industry,” he 
said. 

World market conditions 
also play a rol® in secondary 
development, he continued, 
particularly in mining. 

“Low metal prices are not 
encouraging but by the end of 
1975 we think there will be 
increases In- the prices of 
some metals, making second¬ 
ary production more feasi¬ 
ble,” Lauk said. 

“However, we are still 
some time away from copper 
smelting in B.C. because of 
pollution problems which 
must first be resolved.” 

Any secondary mineral dev- 


Alcan 


elopment will have to have a 
”spin-off M effect, the minister 
said particularly for steel or 
copper. 

“We want to avoid very 
much a Kitimat-style opera¬ 
tion in which only a basic 
product is produced for e\- 
jxirt, creating very few jobs.” 

Considerable government 
emphasis also will be put on 
development of agricultural 
secondary industry, he added. 
A study authorized last spring 
of potential for mariculture 
has been completed and now 
is being evaluated, Lauk 
said. His department also is 
talking to agricultural co¬ 
operatives througout the prov¬ 
ince to encourage them to 
operate secondary food 
processing plants. 

l,auk said a provincial sur¬ 
vey of 200 B.C. firms, employ¬ 
ing almost 150.000 people, in¬ 
dicates the provincial econ¬ 
omy is basically sound. Pro¬ 


duction and sales gains are 
forecast in most sectors in 
1975 by industry leaders, but 
profits are not expected to 
keep pace because of infla¬ 
tion, world market conditions, 
and labor cost and supply dif¬ 
ficulties. 

The 1974 poll of business ex¬ 
ecutives indicated that bu¬ 
sinessmen were reasonably 
accurate in their forecast, 
Lauk said, and comparison 
with earlier surveys also 


shows the respondents histori¬ 
cally tend to be conservative 
— providing an even brighter 
outlook the 1975 provincial 

economy.

John Poyen said that he 
was told he would be facing a 
sympathetic audience when 
he was invited two months 
ago to speak to members of 
the Greater Victoria Chamber 
of Commerce. 

His Informant was correct 
in that assessment as evi¬ 
denced by the hearing that he 
received Wednesday at the 
Empress Hotel. He put the 
situation thusly: 

“We in the oil and gas in¬ 
dustry don’t need sympathy. 
But w« do need under¬ 
standing,” the president of 
the Canadian Petroleum Asso¬ 
ciation said. “If the public is 
given the facts they, can make 
up their own minds. 

The hefty ex-Colorado oil 
man, who splits his working 
time between the corporate 
oil offices of Calgary and Ot¬ 
tawa, then took considerable 
time to paint a clear picture 
as he saw the situation, using 
numbers to do it. 

The numbers that Poyen 
juggled were those surround¬ 
ing what he labelled “the two 
Ps” — prices and profits, and 
their relationship to each 
other. 

As consumers, he said that 
most of us are primarily con¬ 
cerned with the price and “it 
may be a fatal obsession.” 

Poyen explained the divi¬ 
sion of money surrounding a 
barrel of crude oil, from an 
Alberta pool to a refinery in 
B.C. to the gasoline tank of an 
automobile. 

“For a 60-cent gallon of 
gas, governments take 50 per 
cent, or 30 cents in taxation. 
The service station .operator 
gets 13 cents, costs relating to 
its transportation equal about 
5 cents and the gross return

to the oil industry is 12 
cents,” he said. 

He expressed it in other 
terms — $21 per 35-gallon bar¬ 
rel of gasoline, $10.50 of which 
goes to the governments and 
the industry getting $4.25. 

“I don’t know what those 
governments are doing with 
their piece of the action, but I 
do know what we in the in¬ 
dustry are doing with ours,” 
he continued. 

“We have to service and 
amortize our debts, pay all 
our general costs and inciden¬ 
tally show a profit and per¬ 
haps most important, we have 
to generate sufficient cash to 
carry out explorations to pro¬ 
vide an adequate supply for 
the future.’’ 

The association president 
qualified his remarks by say¬ 
ing that gasoline of course 
wasn’t the only byproduct of 
crude oil but it was the easi¬ 
est to calculate because each 
barrel of crude can produce 
six-tenths of a barrel of gaso¬ 
line. 

And while crude is “volun¬ 
tarily” frozen at $6.50 (pro¬ 
ducer price) a berrel, Poyen 
said, there is a rumour that it 
may go up to $8.50. 

“That is going to increase 
your price of gasoline by. six 
or seven cents a gallon,” he 
said. “Governments will col¬ 
lect about 90 per cent of that 
extra price you’re going to 


pay and under the present 
♦provincial-federal tax and 
royalty regime, governments 
w’ill take betw-een $1.75 and 
$1.80 of that $2 increase. 
“Really the situation is unbe¬ 
lievable. If it wasn’t so tragic 
to our national best interests 
it would be sort of a humor¬ 
ous thing — sort of a joke — 
but I think it is: a sort of 
a bad joke,” he added. 

Then Poyen- a former Al¬ 
berta Willingdon Cup golfer, 
drove a three-iron through the 
B.C. natural gas situation as 
he saw it today. When the ball 
had come to rest, he had cal¬ 
culated that producers would 
be losing between 214 and 5 
cents per thousand cubic feet 
under 1h.e 1975."tax laws as 
they relate to the “deemed 
value” of 57 cents. 

“Now, I’m not sure how 
long the producer can stand 
that windfall,” he said, "but 
I’m positive that he’s not 
going to even maintain his 
present rate of production and 
it just seems to me that Brit¬ 
ish Columbia has got to face 
the problem of whether you 
want future supplies of gas. 

/‘The point I’m trying to 
make in this Alice-in-Won- 
derland sort of world of go¬ 
vernment-management con¬ 
trol is that there is no real 
relationship today between 
price and profit so far as the 
industry is concerned.”

Forbes travelled here with 
the Bruins, who met the Mon¬ 
treal Canadiens in the Forum 
Wednesday night, but refused 
to answer newsmen’s ques¬ 
tions regarding the indictment 
and suspension.

said he has hot been advised 
of the grand jury’s indict¬ 
ment. 

"As far as I’m concerned 
there is no indictment," 
Kehoe said. "The only indict¬ 
ment I know' of is in the 
press."

Harry Sinden said the suspen¬ 
sion was "totally out of line 
with precedents set by Mr. 
Campbell as president. 

In his written judgment. 
Campbell said that in his 
hearings ' "the testiony of 
the witnesses, including 
Forbes, provides no clues as 
to why Forbes reacted so vio¬ 
lently. 

"In fact, no justification or 
excuse was offered by Forbes 
himself except the humiliation 
and unfairness which resulted 
from his being knocked down 
in his original fight with Bou¬ 
cha.’’ 


The NHL president said 
that while, the two players 
were serving a minor* and 
major penalty for fighting, 
the two shouted to each other 
in the penalty box and 
Forbes told Boucha he would 
"shove his stick down his 
throat.” 

Forbes told the league head 
that when the two players left 
the penalty box he went after 
Boucha and shouted "OK, 
let’s go now." He said also 
that while he was serving, his 
penalty he was thinking "how 
to get back at Boucha." 


Forbes said that Boueha ei¬ 
ther did not hear his chal¬ 
lenge or chose to ignore it and 
when he neared the Minnesota 
player he threw a right hand 
punch at Boucha’s head. 

Forbes said he expected to 
catch Boucha by surprise with 
the punch, and did not intend 
to injure him with his stick, 
which he was holding in his 
right hand. 

The butt end of Forbes* 
stick caught Boucha near the 
right eye. 

Forbes said that after he 


struck Boucha with his stick, 
he immediately dropped it 
and his gloves and pounced on 
Boucha and it was not until he 
was pulled away that, he rea¬ 
lized Boucha had been in¬ 
jured. 

Boucha testified at the hear-. 
ing that when he left the pen¬ 
alty box, he was "apprehen¬ 
sive" that Forbes might try to 
assault him and he kept look¬ 
ing back, thinking Forbes 
might try to start a light. 

When he was struck on the 
right eye by Forbes’ stick he 
said there was no way he 


could avoid the fight. He said 
the blow stunned him and his, 
eye bled right away. 

Boucha said he put both- 
hands to his face as he fell to' 
the ice and did not see any-' 
thing more that happened, al-i 
though he was aware of some¬ 
one hitting him on the back of 
the head. 

At the conclusion of the 
hearing, Forbes said that 
since the incident he has been 
asking himself, "What would 
make me do such a thing? 

"I don't have an answer for 
that," he said.

around because of injuries 
and advocated recognizing 
taxi squads players who 
work out with the team but 
are nor phrt of the roster - 
as a solution to the injury 
problem every Qlub en¬ 
counters during a season. 

Wood said a taxi squad of 
Canadian players would help 
solve one of the coaches’ 
major difficulties, developing 
young prospects.

Speech 

causes 

fighting 


TORONTO (CP) — A 
speech by Judy LaMarsh, 
former federal .Liberal cabi¬ 
net minister, on Israel and 
the Middle East conflict, 
ended in shouting, fighting 
and fist-shaking. 

Miss LaMarsh. speaking at 
the University of Toronto, had 
finished a speech describing 
her visit to Israel in No¬ 
vember, and the troiAle 
began during the question 
period. 

The protesters were 'repre¬ 
sented by the Alliance of non- 
Zionist Jews, the Revolu¬ 
tionary Marxist Group and 
several pro-Palestinian 
groups. Some people in the 
audience of 55 had to dodge 
handbags and punches. 

Miss LaMarsh said of her 
visit: "I saw things theTe that 
would make a stone weep. 
Everyone in Canada, Jew or 
non-Jew has the responsibility 
to stand for freedom.” 

She said Canada’s record in 
the Middle East conflict “has 
been singularly gutless.” 

When the question period 
opened, the dissidents began 
shouting political solgans and 
haranguing Miss LaMarsh. 
The rest of the crowd booed 
and tried to shout down the 
protesters. The meeting was 
ended when it appeared it 
might degenerate into a gen¬ 
eral fight. 

Miss LaMarsh told the 
crowd she arrived in Israel 
the day Yasser Arafat, leader 
of the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization, spoke to the 
United Nations. 

“I’ve never seen a nation so 
traumatized as I did that day 
. . and to think the UN gave 
this man, who carried a gun 
on his hip, a standing ovation. 

“They see this man as a 
terrorist and child murderer, 
and many of us now believe 
the UN isn’t worth supporting 
even though it is in the UN’S 
vital interests to see that 
tlsrael continues to exist.”

current home arid hospital 
dialysis machines entail, the 
team of engineers and doctors 
reported. 

Weighing about 25\pounds — 
complete with a week’s sup¬ 
ply of chemicals and equip¬ 
ment — the machine can be 
used two or three hours a 
day. 

Physicians on the develop¬ 
ment team said daily treat¬ 
ment would eliminate the 
“very savage clean-out” that 
occurs when patients now go 
on an artificial kidney three 
times a week for about eight 
hours. \ 

“They don’t feel too well in 
the interim because toxic ele¬ 
ments build up over two or 
three days and all of a sudden 
you rip all of them out and it 
makes a person feel just as 
sick as he would if they were 
still building up,” Dr. Robert 
Stephen said. , 

The machine was produced 
by the division of artificial 
organs team directed by Dr. 
Willem • Kolff. The team de¬ 
signed serveral earlier kidney 
machines and is working on 
an improved artificial arm 
and an artificial eye. 

“This is not a breakthrough 
in the usual sense of the 
word,” Dr. Stephen Jacobsen, 
a mechanical engineer, said. 
“All we did was redesign the 
equipment.” 

But Levi Porter, 20, a soph¬ 
omore engineering student 
who helped build the machine 
and is its first user, doesn’t 
agree. 

“I feel better with this 
one,” Porter, who has been on 
dialysis for a year and a half 

said. 

Qne reason is the freedom 
from regular hospital visits or 
stints on a home machine, 
which require the patient to 
lie still for several hours at a 
stretch. 

All artificial kidneys per¬ 
form the same function, re¬ 
moving wastes and impurities 
from the blood when the real 
kidney fails. Toxic elements, 
which normally would be eli¬ 


minated by urination, are fil¬ 
tered out and blood cells, pro¬ 
tein molecules and other 
needed elements are left be¬ 
hind. 


The portable machine is 
carried in a metal case about 
the size of a small typewriter 
which also acts as a holding 
tank for the discarded materi¬ 


al. The patient can strap the 
machine to his body and do 
everyday tasks while hooked 
up to the kidney and its 
20 -litre holding tank.

Electronic surveillance of 
Victoria city jail cells was. 
recommended by a coroner’s 
jury Wednesday after finding 
that Robert Allan Ellis, 19, of 
no fixed Victoria address, 
committed suicide in the cells 
Jan. 1. 

""EUis was the first suicide in 
the city cells in 12 years. 

JSo fault 

The Jury found that jailer 
Constable Kent Anthony, who 
testified, earlier that he found 
Ellis hanging from his T-shirt 
from the bars at 11:05 p.m., 
had no chance of alerting any¬ 
one else in the jail of the situ¬ 
ation. 1 - 

Anthony testified earlier 
that he had to leave Ellis in 
the cell and go to a phone to 
summon assistance. 

The jury JtBfcther found no 
Jault on the part of anyone 
connected with the case- 
Failing installation of 1 
method of surveillance in the 
cells, the jury recommended 
that cell checks always be 
made by two officers. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre told the jury a ver¬ 
dict of’suicide could only be 
reached if they vyere con¬ 
vinced Ellis was of sound 
mind and knew what he was 
doing. 

Morphine 

Early testimony, St. Jorre 
reminded the jury, had shown 
Ellis to be drowsy five hours 
before his death. 

(Neurosurgeon Dr. Stuart 
Cameron told the inquest on 
Jan. 3 that he began treating 
Ellis for a condition last No¬ 
vember prompted by a heroin 
and crushed methadone over¬ 
dose. Cameron also' told the 
inquest then that Ellis was an 
admitted heroin user since the 
age of 14. ) 

Rut St. Jorre reminded the 
jury Wednesday that analysis 
of Ellis’ urine showed only 
traces of‘morphine. Tests on 
Ellis’ blood and liver showed 
no evidence of drugs. 

St. Jorre said the evidence 
of Edward Coss, 36, of 1466 
Hillside, who occupied a cell 
next to Ellis did not help the 
inquest at all. 

Intoxicated 

Coss, who according to his 
' own and police evidence was 
intoxicated at the time of 
Ellis’ death, told the inquest: 
"I don’t know whether I was 
dreaming it or not at the time 
I heard ’Help me, Help me’ 
and I wasn’t sure if it was 
coming from the next cell, the 
cells down below, or where it 
was coming from ...” 

Coss did not know when he 
heard the calls for help. 

Poliqe testimony Jart. 3 in¬ 
dicated that Ellis was taken 
to the cells after being arrest¬ 
ed in connection with a break- 
in the Victoria General 
Hospital pharmacy shortly 
after he had been released 
frVn the hospital Jan. 1. 

Arresting officer Constable 
Paul Await told the inquest 
then that Ellis wss searched 
after he had been arrested 
and was found to have a 
quantity of valium, librium, 
marijuana, and a disposable 
hypodermic needle.

Fewer flights, more seats 


Deadline sel 
for aid pleas 

Greater Victoria Inter¬ 
municipal committee has set 
Feb. 28 as the deadline for 
grant applications from social 
service organizations. 

The committee assesses ap¬ 
plications before final approv¬ 
al is given by individual mu¬ 
nicipal councils which contrib¬ 
ute to the grants on a cost¬ 
sharing basis. 


Fewer flights to ahd from 
Vancouver and Seattle but 
greater, passenger capacity to 
txith those cities will soon be 
the lot of this area’s inter-city 
air travellers. 

Pacific Western Airlines, 
principal carrier on the route 
between Victoria and Van¬ 
couver and sole carrier be¬ 
tween here and Seattfe, an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
there will be only six flights 
daily to and from Vancouver 
this summer and two flights 
daily to and from Seattle. 

Last summer’s schedule 
called for seven PWA flights 
a day between here and Van¬ 
couver and four between here 
and Seattle. Air Canada will 
continue to fly its usual three 
flights a day between here 
and Vancouver. 

The decrease is tied into the 
start of direct flights for PWA 
from Vancouver to Seattle 
and return, of which there 
will be four a day. starting 
April 27 and coinciding with 
the beginning, of daylight sav¬ 
ing time. 

The increased passenger ca¬ 
pacity results from Uhe al- 
most-total use of Boeing 737 
jet planes, which have a ca¬ 
pacity of 117. The jet-prop 
-'Convair 640, formerly the 
workhorse of the route, will 
fly only once a day between 
here and Vancouver. It has 50 
passenger seats. 

The new total seat availabil¬ 
ity after April 27 between 
here and Vancouver will be 
920, including 285 from Air 
Canada’s DC-9s. Formerly the 
10 flights a day totalled 467 
seats, including Air Canada s 
285. 

The Vanoouver-Seattle 
direct run will provide 468 
seats a day and the now- 



halved Victoria-Seattle run 
will have 234 seats each way 
where there were 200 last 
summer. 

The return to a triangle ser¬ 
vice involving Victoria, Van¬ 
couver and Seattle, ends a

Trans-Canada Airlines inau¬ 
gurated the route in 1937 but

toria in 1946. 

Pacific Western took over 
the route, which was then two 
sides of the triangle, in 1970. 


Saanich will ask the provin¬ 
cial highways department to 
proride access to Town and 
Country shopping centre in its 
pferis Mr a tunnel to link Blan- 
shard with Trans-Canada 
Highway Aid. William Noel, 
public works chairman, said 
Wednesday night. 

Noel also said the munici¬ 
pality would urge the depart¬ 
ment to develop McKenzie 
Avenue between Pat Bay and 
Trans-Canada Highways. 

Richard Reads haw, director 
of surveys and locations for 
the highways department, 
unveiled for Saanich public 
works committee the proposed 
Blanshard extension route 
Tuesday night. 

The highways department 
plan would make Maple a con¬ 
tinuation of Blanshard from 
.Tolmie to Cloverdale. From 
there it wou'd run north be¬ 
tween Oak and Seymour and 
underground near Oak and 
Short. A four-lane 800-foot tun¬ 
nel would ., run under Town 
and Country surfacing just 
west of Douglas opposite the 
shopping centre. 

Noel said Wednesday trikt 
motorists travelling from 
Langford-Colwood would not 
be able to get off the 
through w' ay until they 
reached Cloverdale and would 
then have to switch back. 

“We have concern for the 
merchants who have been es¬ 
tablished there for some 
years now. They would be by¬ 
passed by fast-moving traffic 
because once a person has 
left the shopping centre be¬ 
hind he’d go on to the next 
one,” Noel said, 

“We feel that Saanich coun¬ 
cil should protect the interests 
of the merchants within our 
municipality.” 

He also said that major 
developments are planned for 
the area such as stores, of¬ 
fices and apartments and the 
proposal would take traffic 
right past them. 

Saanich will ask for an off¬ 
ramp at the south end of the 
tunnel to allow traffic to turn 
back toward the shopping 
centre, Noel said. 

“We will also urge the gov¬ 
ernment to complete McKen¬ 
zie Avenue between Pat Bay 
and Trans-Canada,” he said. 

The Blanshard extension will 
make it more urgent as an al¬ 
ternate route, he said, and 
will also link up with the only 
east-west route north of Hill¬ 
side. 

Readshaw said the project, 
which could cost as much as 
$5 million, should be started 
this winter for completion by 
the fall. 

Noel said Wednesday the 
highways department had 
been “very fair.” 

“They have examined other 
alternatives and this route 


seems to be the only one left 
to them. They first wanted to 
go by the municipal hall. This 
would have cost about one- 
third what the present plan 
calls for but it would have cut 
off the municipal hall lawn 
and would have had a dele¬ 
terious impact on the Battin- 


Fielding development. We 
strongly protested that route 
and they changed it.” 

Noel said he, engineer Cliff 
Warren and administrator 
Bill Tremayne would be meet¬ 
ing with Victoria officials to 
discuss development of Tol¬ 
mie and Finlayson. 


Pollen draws 
CUpE bouquets 

Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen got bouquets Wednes¬ 
day night from an unexpected quarter: the president of 
Local 50 of the Canadian Union of Public Employees, 
now in the midst of contract negotiations with city hail. 

Jim vfKfier told delegates to the Victoria Labor 
Council he applauded Pollen’s stand in favor of amal¬ 
gamation of the four core municipalities in the capital 
region. 

“This is one time, at least, I can support the 
mayor,” Walker told the laughing delegates, who voted 
minutes later to affirm the labor council’s earlier stand 
favoring amalgamation of Victoria, Oak Bay, Saanich 
and Esquimau. 

That wasn’t the end of the plaudits for Victoria’s 
mayor at the Wednesday meeting. 

No sooner had the council unanimously passed the 
motion of affirmation than secretary Larry Ryan asked 
delegates to approve a motion congratulating Pollen 
and his council Tor beginning to investigate the possibil¬ 
ity erf a bylaw which would forbid retail outlets to open 
on Sunday. 

That motion, too, was passed unanimously by the 
council.

Labor seeking 
ad ban talks 


Region sniffs around gas offer 


Encouraged by chairman 
James Campbell, the Capital 
Region Board took a wary 
look Wednesday at Premier 
Barrett’s proposal last week 
of cutting municipalities in on 
natural gas revenues. 

Campbell, in his 1974 chair¬ 
man’s report, warned that 
grants linked to the export 
price of an exhaustible energy 
source could replace the 
presgit system of per capita 
grants to municipalities. 

“We could also find that the 
volume of export diminishes 
in relation to general growth. 
For thpse reasons I think we 


should all look this gift horse 
very carefully in the mbuth,” 
he told fellow board 
members. 

Victoria director Mayor 
Peter Pollen received unani¬ 
mous support for a motion to 
send Campbell’s comments‘on 
municipal financing to Bar¬ 
rett. 

Premier Barrett last w f eek 
announced a plan to increase 
the export price of natural 
gas and share revenues equal¬ 
ly among the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments and B.C. 
municipalities. Later it was 
announced there would be no 
immediate increase. 


Campbell said Barrett’s 
offer was “tantamount to ad¬ 
mission by a resjxjnsible min¬ 
ister of finance that the mu¬ 
nicipalities need about twice 
what the current per capita 
grant is giving them.” 

He appealed directly to Bar¬ 
rett to meet with municipal¬ 
ities and regional govern¬ 
ments that are “being given 
more tasks and never a fair 
share of revenue to carry 
them out.” 

The problem could be re¬ 
solved “on a formula basis 
related to growth rather than 


by the ad hoc approach which 
has been the sad history of 
municipal finance assistance 
in British Columbia.” 

Campbell also blamed the 
provincial government wage 
settlements with its em¬ 
ployees for raising the expec¬ 
tations of the board’s em¬ 
ployees currently involved in 
negotiations. 

“Unfortunately it has been 
possible for the provincial 
government, with its expand¬ 
ing revenue sources and not 
just fixed real estate* to set a 
pace which local governments 
cannot maintain,” he said. 


A delegation from the Vic¬ 
toria Labor Council will seek 
a meeting today with top 
management officials of Vic¬ 
toria Press Ltd. to discuss the 
company’s refusal Wednesday 
to accept a paid advertise¬ 
ment from Local 382 of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees. 

Labor council secretary 
Larry Ryan told delegates at 
the group’s monthly meeting 
Wednesday the meeting would 
be sought in an attempt to get 
clarification of the company’s 
position in its refusal to ac¬ 
cept the advertisement for 
publication in Victoria Press’ 
Daily Colonist and the Vic¬ 
toria Times. 

Ryan’s statement followed a 
report given to the council by 
Doug Grant, CUPE Local 
382’s delegate on the labor 
board. 

The local is in the midst of 
contract negotiations with the 
Greater Victoria School 
Board. 

Grant told the meeting he 
had taken an advertisement 
headed “Facts about your tax 
dollar . . . Administrators get 
the cake! Workers get the 
Crumbs” to the advertising 
department of the company, 
only to be informed several 
hours later it was not suitable 
for publication 

He said he had been told 
Hector Alexander, Victoria 
Press advertising direfctor, 
had said the advertisement 
could not be printed unless 
the union could prove the fig¬ 
ures it contained. 

The figures. Grant said, 
were contained in a chart

It's time that parents had some say in 
planning new maternity-care facilities, the 
organizer of the newly-formed Victoria 
branch of the International Childbirth Educa¬ 
tion Assooiatioimaid in an interview. 

The group, which held its frist meeting 
Wednesday night, is not a protest group, but 
is upset that most of the people involved in 
planning new maternity facilities in the Capi¬ 
tal Region have been professionals and “peo¬ 
ple concerned with hospital structure and 
reducing costs.” Lucy Nelson said. 

The idea of forming the Victoria chapter 
of the association came after reports of a 
Capital Region plan to centralize all mater- 



in care planning’ 


nity services at Royal Jubilee Hospital, al¬ 
though Mrs. Nelson said the group will not 
fjght the centralization proposal. 

The primary aim, she said, is to convince 
hospital officials of the value of a concept 
known as family-centred care, which involves 
open nurseries, fathers being allowed in deli¬ 
very rooms and any other type of service 
that rrralfos childbirth seem less like Illness. 

Although both Royal Jubilee and Victoria 
General Hospital "have gone a long way to 
support family-centred care, there are im¬ 
provements that can be made.” 

Centralization is very difficult to achieve 
without losing flexibility a key to this type 


of maternity care — but “if there is to be one 
central unit — it’s important te provide for 
flexibility in the planning,” she said. 

As well, Mrs. Nelson said, planning should 
take into .account that certain practices in 
ftiatemity care are organized for the doctor's 
convenience and aren’t necessarily the best 
for the patient. 

For example, she said, delivery tables are 
designed so the woman gives birth lying flat 
on her back with her legs spread wide apart. 

This position make it easier for the doc¬ 
tor to see, but is more uncomfortable for the 
woman than a modified squatting posture 
with the legs closer together, which would 


also allow the woman to push with the con¬ 
tractions, she explained. 

“In planning hospitals, this is the kind of 
thing that should be considered,” she said. 

Women are also moved out of a labor 
room into a delivery room just before birth, 
which, she said is upsetting to women and 
may have the effect of creating a need for 
more medication. 

After the group is organized, it might 
begin to look at options for in-hospital deli¬ 
very, such as a birth clinic or at-home births 
backed * up by a team of specially-trained 
nurses and special ambulances in case of 
e’~*r" s he said.

— Because 
the school board has refused 
to release the 1974 administra¬ 
tive salaries to the union!” 

It was the union’s inability 
to prove conclusively that the 
figures quoted were accurate 
that resulted in the rejection 
of the advertisement, Alex¬ 
ander said in a telephone in¬ 
terview late Wednesday. 

He said it was “standard 
procedure" for newspapers to 
require proof of figures to be 
published in “political adver¬ 
tisements,” adding the CUPE 
representative had not d o n e 
so to his satisfaction. 

Asked what w’ould be con¬ 
sidered acceptable proof, 
Alexander said he “didn't re¬ 
ally know . . . but if they 
could show me the pay books, 
tha/t would probably be 
enough.” 

While provincial law re¬ 
quires information about sa¬ 
laries paid to all public em¬ 
ployees to be made public, the 
school board has until June to 
release those figures. 

And the board has refused 
to release them during the 
contract negotiations with 
CURE which sparked the at¬ 
tempt to place the advertise¬ 
ment. 

Grant said he had been 
given the figures in con¬ 
fidence. but added he could 
attest to their accuracy, “give 
or take $100.” 

Ryan told the labor council 
meeting he felt it was a un¬ 
ion's “basic right to pay for 
and publish ads such as this” 
during labor disputes, noting 
management often placed 
similar advertisements. 

CUPE Local 374 delegate 
l^n Bath — whose local is in 
the midst of negotiations 
which Saanich municipality — 
said his local w'ould “probably 
be in the ^sarne brat, since 
we’re preparing the same sort 
of ad."

Selective driver testing 
aimed at road safety 


SACRAMENTO tUPIt 
The state soon will launch a 
two-year experiment on a new 
system of driver licence test¬ 
ing designed-in put safer mo¬ 
torists on California streets 
and highways- 

Under the Department of 
Motor Vehicles’ pjlqt project 
‘Involving. 100,000 motorists in 
tfto first year drivers will be 
given tough or -easy licence 
renewal tests depending pa 
their past driving records. 1 

. "Problem" drivers will re- 
reive a longer, more compre- 
hensi\e driving test than is 
currently required. In con¬ 
trast, drivers with good 
records will be mailed a self- 
test booklet, with the test 
being completed at home and 
returned for a renewal li¬ 
cence. 

If the experimental “selec¬ 
tive testing program" to be 
started early this year proves 
'successful in improving safe 
driving skills, DMV officials 
nlan to establish it statewide 
lor California’s IS million li¬ 
cenced* drivers. 

“The object of the selective 
testing project is to find out if 
dhe attitudes or driving habits 
of a problem driver can be al¬ 


tered by different methods of 
treatment," said Robert 
Cozens, DMV direolor. 

Charles Snyder, manager of 
the selective testing project, 
said: "We are trying to deter¬ 
mine that if we % put out a 
•driver who has a higher driv¬ 
ing skill level than presently 
required, will this then result 
in fewer accidents? We are 
trying to save lives through a 
more effective Hcensing 
process.” 

If established statewide, 
Snyder said, the new system 
would Ik* “the most major 
overhaul of the entire driver 
licencing concept" since Cali¬ 
fornia began testing drivers in 
1927. 

Under the experiment, 
drivers with numerous viola¬ 
tions or accidents will receive 
a more extensive written ex¬ 
amination plus a “diagnostic” 
l>ehind-the-wheel test which 


will include counseling by a 
driving examiner. The entire 
testing process will take about 
an hour. 

In addition, the at-home test 
for “good” drivers, new’ appli¬ 
cants for a licence will be 
given expanded written and 
driving skill tests during the 
project. 

The eflect of the new tests 
on the motorists' subsequent 
driving record* will be ana¬ 
lysed. 

First-year results of the ex¬ 
periment won’t he available 
until July. 1976. Snyder said 
1977 is the earliest the new 
liceni ing system could be put 
into eflect for all drivers.

VANCOUVER (OP) Can¬ 
ada Pension Plan credits 
should be split 50-50 between 
marriage partners, whether 
one or both Works and con¬ 
tributes to the plan, the Fed¬ 
eral Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women has recom¬ 
mended. 

“This approach is in keep¬ 
ing with the concept of mar¬ 
riage as a partnership, en¬ 
ables a husband And wife to 
share jointly both the sacri¬ 
fices demanded by savings for 
the future and the advantages 
of having saved, and does not 
depart from the earnings- 
reiated. compulsory principle 
of the Canada Pension Plan,” 
June Menzies or Winnipeg 
said in a council report on 
benefit-sharing alternatives. 

Federal Health and Welfare 
Minister Marc Lalonde last 
April requested the ACSW and 
ihe CPP advisory committee 
to reach agreement on a plan 
for Introducing housewifes 
into the CPP. In a discussion 
paper which Lalonde submit¬ 
ted to the parliamentary 
standing committee on health, 
welfare and social affairs at 
that time, he suggested 
means of integrating house¬ 
wives intb the CPP: 

• To create a cash in- 
• ome for the housewife by re¬ 
quiring her husband to pay 
her a wage for her work in 
the home and. on this basis, 
allow her to contribute to the 
CPP, Because no generally 
agreed formula for determin¬ 
ing a housewife's wages, re¬ 
lated to the income of the 
working spouse has been de¬ 
veloped. both the ACSW and 
the GPP advisory committee 
rejected this alternative. 

• To permit the house¬ 
wife to contribute to the CPP 
on an optional basis. This so¬ 
lution also was rejected by 
both bodies because it “would 
tend to attract the financially 
informed and well-off women 
(andt could result in the sub¬ 
sidizing of thrs group by the 
lower income groups, who 
would not be as likely to par¬ 
ticipate.” 

• To create a separate 
voluntary insurance-re¬ 
tirement income scheme for 
housewives who wish to con¬ 
tribute. B.»tfi groups also- re¬ 
jected this because it would 


not achieve integration of hou¬ 
sewives into the CPP and 
would "give rise to the same 
problem as the voluntary con¬ 
tribution plan.” 

• To credit 50 per cent of 
a married person’s contribu¬ 
tions to the CPP to that per¬ 
son’s spouse via the social in¬ 
surance number, thus making 
each partner an active con¬ 
tributor to the plan and allow¬ 
ing each to build up pension 
credits even though one may 
not be in the labor force. This, 
essentially, is the plan ap¬ 
proved by the ACSW and list¬ 
ed as an acceptable alterna¬ 
tive by the CPP advisory 
committee. 

However, the ACSW recom¬ 
mendation went further, to in¬ 
corporate points in Lalonde’s 
fifth proposal—that on di¬ 
vorce, each spouse automati¬ 
cally would become entitled lo 
50 per cent of the family 
unit's CPP credits, ac¬ 
cumulated during the period 
of their marriage to each 
other. 

The final ACSW report 
noted that the fifth proposal 
was not in itself sufficient be¬ 
cause, while it protected a 
woman whose marriage 
ended in divorce, it would 
prove ineffective where a 
marriage breaks down but did 
not end in divorde. 

A major concern expressed 
by council members during 
discussion of 50-50 splitting of 


pension credits was whether, 
if the working spouse reaches 
age 65 some years earlier 
than the non-working spouse, 
the retirment income of the 
family would be lower under 
sharing than it would be 
under the present system. 

"Studies carried out for 
CPP advisory committee 
show there would not be the 
reduction in retirment income 
that is feared," Ms. Menzies 
said. 

The federal and provincial 
governments should accept 
the principle of unifying fami¬ 
ly court services and co¬ 
operate philosophically and 
financially in establishing 
such courts, the ACSW be¬ 
lieves. 

The report of the human 
rights and justice committee 
noted that jurisdiction in 
family matters currently is 
shared by up to five different 
courts in some provinces, 
causing confusion, frustration, 
additional costs and delays 
for family members. 

This fragmentation also 
makes the court system inef¬ 
ficient; and costly, while deci¬ 
sions of different judges at 
different levels—on the same 
problem—may be irrecon¬ 
cilable, the report added. 

Specifically, the council will 
ask Ottawa and the provinces 
to “cooperate in establishing 
unified family courts, reach 
agreement on delegation of 


authority and jointly provide 
funding." • 

The council also recom¬ 
mended that all offences by 
and against juveniles be 
heard in family courts, that 
family court judges he fe¬ 
derally appointed and special¬ 
ly trained in family law and 
that professional support staff 
be attached to the court to 
assist judges. 


The most controversial sec¬ 
tion of die council’s recom¬ 
mendations involves a change 
in the public, or in camera, 
status of court hearings on 
family matters. Presently, 
most hearings involving di¬ 
vorce and custody are public, 
while hearings against juve¬ 
niles are closed to the public 
and press.

ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) — 
That extra-crisp breakfast 
bacon some people enjoy may 
be dangerous. 

Dr. Eugene Alien, professor 
of animal science and food 
science and nutrition, said 
Tuesday there is a danger in 
cooking bacon to “extreme 
doneness” at high tempera¬ 
tures. The danger, he said, 
comes from compounds called 
nitrosamines, “some of which 
have been linked to cancer.” 

He said no one Jcnows yet 


what constitutes a dangerous 
nitrosamine level in human 
beings. Nor is there any study 
definitely connecting any ni¬ 
trosamine with a specific type 
of human cancer. 

“But a number of ni¬ 
trosamines are known to be 
carcinogenic (or cancer- 
producing) In experimental 
animals,” he said. 

Bacon, like other cured 
meats, contains nitrites need¬ 
ed as insurance against botu¬ 


lism, to develop a cured fla¬ 
vor and color, retard ran¬ 
cidity and inhibit development 
of “warmed-over” flavor, 
Allen said. 

Under certain condition*, 
not yet hilly understood, he 
said, the natural products erf 


broken down proteins called 
amines combine with nitrites 
to form nitrosamines. 

“Bacon, when fried to a 
crisp, is one cured product In 
which nitrosamines have been 
found,” he said.

Brent supervises a contact 
lens clinic held weekly at the 
hospital.

Brent said infants as young 
as six Tnonths can be fitted 
with soft contact lenses and 
the soft tenses accustom chil¬ 
dren to wearing a lens. 

If they need a hard lens 
later for better vision they ac¬ 
cept it more readily,” the 
doctor said. Most children can 
handle lenses by the time 
they are five or six years old. 

Melissa Brown, 3, has been 
wearing contact lenses for 
almost two years. She had a 
cataract removed at the hos¬ 
pital before she was two 
years old. 

“To be effective, contact 
lenses must be fitted early,” 
Brent said. 

Another patient, Janine Wil¬ 
lie, 4. of Toronto had a cata¬ 
ract removed in British Co¬ 
lumbia when she was six 
months old. 

As far as her doctors know, 
she is the only living person 
bom with a cataract in one 
eye who has developed full 
vision in that eye. 

“When they came here, 
Janine was too young to have 
had her vision tested.” Brent 
said. When he tested the eye, 
he was surprised to find its 
sight was normal. 

A cataract clouds the lens 
of the, eye so light cannot get 
through to the retina to per¬ 
mit' vision. Brent said Jan- 
ine*!T"mother kept a patch 
over the child’s good eye, 
forcing her to use the other.

Burner pollution 
‘start of trend ’ - 


The Pollution Control 
Branch’s lifting of a deadline 
for the phasing out of beehive 
burners could signal the low¬ 
ering of other pollution stan¬ 
dards set for the B.C. forest 
industry, a Sierra Club of¬ 
ficial said Wednesday. 

Eve Howden, secretary of 
the Victoria group of Sierra 
Club, said the decision to 
allow the burners to continue 
in operation was "ominous.” 

“Perhaps the province will 
lower all the standards,” she 
said. 

However, Mrs. Horwden said 
pollution caused by beehive 
burmers was insignificant 
compared with that caused by 
pulp mills and careless log¬ 
ging practices. 

In 1969 the board set the 


end ot this month as the date 
when all non-modifiefl wood- 
waste burners must be elimin¬ 
ated. At that time the burners 
were in wide use throughout 
the province. 

In announcing the lifting of 
the deadline for an indefinite 
period, the board said a “sys¬ 
tem of control conditions with¬ 
in a permit to discharge 
• smoke)” was more realistic 
than a total ban. 

It also stated that techno¬ 
logy had advanced more slow¬ 
ly than antiepated and that 
inflation had brought econom¬ 
ic problems. 

There are an estimated 117 
modified or semi-modified 
burners operating in the prov¬ 
ince. 


One city’s cheap junk, 
another man’s fortune 


MONTREAL tCP) — Ca¬ 
mille Hayos thought the world 
of the 1929 Ford he bought for 
his son, but his neighbors did 
not share the opiniqn.

The judge ruled the well- 
preserved car could not be 
considered junk and that its 
sale by the city was illegal.

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While checking over Ihe 
new plants being offered in he 
1975 seed and nursery cata¬ 
logues. it becomes immediate, 
ly evident that vegetables are 
the “in” thing this year. 

With the new interest in 
ecology and a .growing dis¬ 
trust of factory-processed 
food to say nothing of the 
cost of living — more and 
more folks are growing at 
least some of their vegetables 
and fruit in their own back¬ 
yards. and the plant breeders 
are responding to this new de¬ 
mand with a number of new 
varieties especially suited for 
the home garden. 


During the last couple of 
years, for instance, we have 
had the introduction of a new 
led cabbage called Ruby Ball, 
and I can vouch personally 
lor the excellence of this veg¬ 
etable: it makes by far the 
tastio-1 and most lender red 
cole slaw I have ever eaten. 

And I have already men¬ 
tioned the new yellow wax 
bean. Goldcrop, which is so 
tender and crisp you can eat 
it raw, and the prize-winning 
hybrid cucumber Victory; 
hist two plants gave us more 
delicious cucumbers than we 
could Use. 


M.V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes 


Three new tomatoes will he 
featured prominently in the 
1975 catalogues: Star Shot, Ot¬ 
tawa 78 and Ulla Girl VFN. 

Ultra Girl VFN is a new 
early staking variety of toma- 
lo to complement the older 
Ultra Boy. 

Ultra Girl VFN produces 
blight red fruits averaging 
seven to rtine ounces and is 
almost totally free, from the 
hlotchy ripening and green 
shoulders so common in toma¬ 
toes last summer. 

The letters VFN at the end 
of Ultra Girl’snamesignifies 
the plant’s resistance to ver- 
ticuliium, fusarium and ne¬ 
matodes, three very common 
troubles encountered in home¬ 
grown tomatoes. 

*■ ★ * 

Another early tomato. Star 
Shot, matures in just 55 days 
after setting out the plants 
and isTirobably the earliest of 
all oar disease-resistant toma- 
loes. 

It is a non-staking, bushy, 
compact plant which may he 
gp>wn in pots, or even lucked 
away in the comer of a flower 
garden where *■ big, sprawl¬ 
ing plant would he out ‘of 
place. 

Kach plant produces about 


25 ihree-ounce, absolutely 
round tomatoes with meaty, 
solid flesh and excellent lla- 
vor. 

★ ★ ★ 

The new tomato Ottawa 78 
was developed by the Ottawa 
Research Station primarily 
lor canning and freezing, 
hence if has very deep red 
flesh without any white core, 
four to five ounces in weight, 
and very .much easier to peel 
than ordinary tomatoes. 

The plant is compact and 
can he grown without stakes, 

' and shows considerable resis¬ 
tance to that annoying blos¬ 
som-end rot, in which a spot 
of rot develops on the bottom 
of each tomato. 

Several years ago l de¬ 
scribed the Golden midget 
> watermelon developed at the 
Morden Research . Slation, 
Manitoba, a very sweet, gra¬ 
pe f r u i t - s i z e melon with 
orange-red flesh. 

One of its outstanding char¬ 
acteristics is that it takes the 
guesswork nut of harvesting 
by turning yellow when il is 
ripe and ready for picking. 

★ ★ ★ 

This year we have anotehr 
yellow watermelon, hut in this 
c ase il is the interior flesh 
which is yellow rAlher lhan 


the rind, which is the normal 
greep. 

fls name is Yellow Baby, 
developed in China by cross¬ 
ing the female blossoms of 
New Hampshire Midget with 
the male pollen from a native 
Chinese melon. 

Yellow Bahy. is ah early va¬ 
riety, ripening in about 10 lo 
12 weeks from Ihe time of 
sowing. 

The vines are sprawling, 
growing very rapidly, while 
the melons are almost pej- 
-fectly round, up to seven 
inches in diameter and weigh¬ 
ing around 10 pounds when 
mature. 

The iinri is thin and hard, 
and the flesh a crisp, bright, 
pineapple yellow, consider¬ 
ably sweeter and with fewer 
seeds than the older small 
watermelons. 


. Another new prize-winning 
vegetable this year is Broccoli 
Premium Crop, with langur 
heads and tighter, mroe com¬ 
pact hud clusters. 

The color is a pale blue 
green, carried well above the 
leaves with no side shoots and 
maturing in 58 days from the 
setting out of ihe plants.

No more speed limits, no more 
traffic signals, no more legislation of 
cars, no more tests for drivers, no more 
fines or jail terms for offenses. 

Instead, we try to reform and 


chance human nature. We work *1 
making most people kind and consider¬ 
ate and attentive and rational and 
model citizens.

Meanwhile, what is happening on die 
streets .and highways? Slaughter, that's 
what's happening. While we’re slowly 
“curing the human heart.’’ were sf>eed- 
ily killing thousands of human bodies. 

Why bother to make cars safer, ei¬ 
ther? Since it's obviously Ihe motorist, 
and not-the car, th<vi causes accidents, 
let’s also dispense with stronger bump¬ 
ers. roll-over bars, seal-belts, impact- 
bags, or anything else designed to pro¬ 
tect in a crash. 

When people’s hearts are warmer, 
the highway homicide rate will go down 
to practically nothing. 


Automobiles don’t kill; people do. No 
one has ever seen an automobile take 
off by itself and knock someone dow-\ 
Krgo, why place all these constraints 
upon owning and o|»erating an au¬ 
tomobile? 


All we have to do is improve the 
human race it may lake a few thou¬ 
sand years and the auto will he no 
more of a threat, or fatal weapon, than 
the tricycle. 

This is what the gun people imagine 
is rational thinking. Another of their 
themes is “infringement of liberty." 
But w'hat w-ould they think of a drunk 
driving a rar down the road, without a 
license, without plates, withoui the 
slightest responsibility nr obligation to 
others. 


Are we "infringing” on his liberty by- 
demanding dial he he qualified and in a 
state to drive, or that his automobile lie 
registered and licensed and insure^ for 
liability? 

The automobile, at least, serves a 
useful purpose when its ownership and 
operation are carefully supervised. 'Hie 
gun serves no purpose except the taking 
of life. True, ^uns don’t kill hut peo¬ 
ple with guns do. And far too often.

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Provinces see healthy savings

OTTAWA (CP) — Health 
ministers agreed Wednesday 
on a plan to restrict immigra¬ 
tion and movement by foreign 
doctors. 

'Hie plan was put “forward 
a t the federal-provincial 
health ministers conference 
by Ontario Health Minister 
Frank Miller, who said it 
could knock $500 million off 
the country’s health bills by 


He told reporters these sav¬ 
ings were possible because a 
glut ol doctors means the me¬ 
dical-care fund is-billed to the 
limit. Moreover, expensive 
medical facilities were re¬ 
quired in proportion to the 
number of doctors. 

The provinces agreed that 
prospective immigrant doc¬ 
tors should be given zero 
points in the occupational 


demand category of the 
country’s immigration selec¬ 
tion system, and the federal 
government agreed to change 
the regulations accordingly, 
Miller said. 

At present, a prospective 
immigrant doctor could re¬ 
ceive 15 occupational points of 
the 50 needed to qualify for 
immigration. 

However, any province will 


be able to grant a foreign doc¬ 
tor the occupational points if 
the doctor agrees to w'ork in a 
designated area where physi¬ 
cians are in short supply, said 
Miller. 

The occupation points also 
could be allowed if the doctor 
was a specialist in a category 
for which a province was in 
short supply. 

Moreover, the provinces 


will be able to require of 
foreign doctors who qualify 
l6r immigration that they 
serve in a specific area for a 
specified period, possibly two 
or three years or more. 

Miller said the province of 
Ontario wouldn't allow foreign 
doctors, who first immigrated 
to another province, into On¬ 
tario until they had become 
Canadian citizens. .

Critics say Ottawa lax on 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Lib¬ 
eral government wps accused 
Wednesday of dragging its 
feet in efforts to halt cost-afe^ 
living increases, currently the 
worst in 26 years. 

James McGrath (St. John’s 
East), Conservative consumer 
affairs critic, said in a state¬ 
ment the government has de¬ 
layed talks with unions, busi¬ 
ness and consumers aimed at 
reaching a consensus on wage 
and price increases. 

Statistics Canada reported 
Wednesday that the consumer 
price index rose to 175.8 in 
December, 12.4 per cent 
above the level In December, 
1973. 

. , Canadians are start¬ 
ing to take matters into their 
own hands and are reducing 
thoir purchases until prices 
drop and they are more con¬ 
fident of the future," McGrath 
said, “Unemployment is ris¬ 
ing. production is falling and j 
a severe recession could be I 
close." 

He said the government has 
not kept a promise to make a 
policy statement on sugar. 
Sugar prices in December in¬ 
creased by 25 per cent over 
the month before, he said. 

He also attacked the gov¬ 
ernment for not naming a 
consumer representative to a 
commission on beef market¬ 
ing and said the agriculture 
department had decided to 
eliminate the five-cent-a-quart 
subsidy on fluid milk despite 
provincial opposition. 

Sinclair Stevens (York-Sim- 
coe), the Conservative finance 
critic, said the December 
cost-of-living and unemploy¬ 
ment figures show the country 
is sinking into a recession. 

He said that in the three 
years since John Turner be¬ 
came finance minister, the 
economy has shown real 
growth of 15 per cent, while 
government spending has in¬ 
creased by 67 per cent. 

Ed Broadbent, NDP leader 
in Parliament, said the gov¬ 
ernment should create a spe¬ 
cial commission to recom¬ 
mend within 60 days special 
measures for pensioners and 
others who suffer most from 
inflation. 

Gerald Baldwin, Progres¬ 
sive Conservative House lead¬ 
er, said the economy is in a 
recession and without stern 
government action the situa¬ 
tion will worsen.

is a zoo 

LONDON (UPI) — Queen 
Elizabeth's severest critic 
says the British royal family 
reminds him of a zoo except 
that it is less amusing and 
more expensive to keep than 
chimpanzees. 

Labor member of Parlia¬ 
ment Willie Hamilton has 
crowned all his previous vi¬ 
triolic criticism of the mon¬ 
archy in a new book, My 
Queen and I, scheduled for 
publication later this month. 
The title is a play on the of¬ 
ten-mimicked phrase of many 
of the queen’s public state¬ 
ments, "My husband and I 

"My own view of the British 
monarchy," Hamilton says, 
"is that it Is our only living 
museum — a human equiva¬ 
lent of the London Zoo but giv¬ 
ing much less pleasure than 
the chimpanzee’s tea party, 
and running at much greater 
cost." 

Hamilton, who once called 
the queen’s sister, Princess 
Margaret, "an expensive kept 
woman,’’ Is considered sin¬ 
cere in his dislike of the royal 
establishment, even by those 
who find him guilty of bad 
taste because traditionally the 
queen never replies to criti¬ 
cism and the attacker safely 
grabs all the headlines. 

In the book — a labor of 
hate — Hamilton returns to 
liis familiar theme that the 
queen is the richest woman in 
the world by presenting what 
he considers to be evidence 
in the form of the acreage he 
lielievcs she owns and the # 
revenues he believes she re- 
ceives. He arrives at a total 
personal wealth of at least 
$240 million. 

What appears to particu¬ 
larly irk Hamilton, is the fact 
that the queen pays no in¬ 
come tax and very little other 
tax of any sort.

The intensity of this red 
fluorescence, recorded on a 
digit meter, is indicative of 
the lead level in the blood.” 

Bell Labs added that the 
“red fluorescence does not 
come from the lead itself, but 
from zinc protoporphyrin, a 
substance in the blood's he¬ 
moglobin which increases 
dramatically when the level 
of lead in the' body in¬ 
creases.” 

The company said it is re¬ 
porting its findings to federal 
public health officials and will 
make a number of test units 
for field evaluation. 

Bell said the role of zinc 
protoporphyrin in lead poison¬ 
ing was discovered by Dr. An¬ 
gelo Lamola and Dr. Tetsuo 
Yamane, chemists in the com¬ 
pany’s biophysics research 
department. The application 
| of their theory, leading to 
development of a testing in¬ 
strument, was carried out by 
Efr- Joseph Eisinger and Dr. 
William Blumberg, who used 
a digital processor devised by 
electrical engineer David 
Zuckerman.

DUNCAN The trial of 
eight' Cowichan Indians

Road-death toll 
higher this year? 


The Greater Victoria area 
from Sooke to Sidney, which 
smashed all traffic-fatality 
records with 49 deaths last 
year, may be on its way to a 
1975 road-death toll nearly 
-double that figure. 

In the first half-month of 
1975, four persons have died 
as a result of four separate 
accidents in Victoria, Oak 
Bay, Colwood and Esquimalt. 

Continuation of the deadly 
toll at that rate would bring it 
to 96 deaths for the year, 
almost double the 49 last 
year. The toUd of 49 was 40 
per cent above the previous 
record of 35 deaths in 1973. 

Latest victim was George 
Brebber, 56, of 1160 Esqui¬ 
mau, who died Tuesday night 
in Victoria General Hospital. 
He has been in the hospital 
by a car as he crossed an 
Esquimalt street. 

An inquest into Brebber’s 
death was set by ^istrict 
coroner Edmond Jorre de St. 
Jorre for 7:30 p.m. Monday at 
the Victoria Law Courts. 

St. Jorre also announced an 
inquest in the death of Mrs. 
Margaret Cottyn, 34, of 2155 
Millstream. would be held at 
7:30 u.m. Friday in Sancfe’ on 
Quadra. 


Colwood RCMP said Mrs. 
Cottyn apparently died in¬ 
stantly Tuesday in a three-car 
collision on the Trans-Canada 
Highway near Helmcken. 

Police said minor injuries 
were suffered by the other 
drivers, identified as Charles 
Clarke, 3171 Orillia, and 
James Mitchell, 78, of 3203 
Willshire. 

The coroner said an inquiry 
was probable in the death or a 
63-year-oltf Victoria man 
Tuesday afternoon in a hotel 

pool. 

Police said Gerard Taylor 
Burgess. 63, who lived at the 
Queen Victoria Motor Inn. 655 
Douglas, was swimming in its 
pool when he sank to the bot¬ 
tom of the water after being 
overcome in some way. It 
was not known whether he 
drowned or suffered an at¬ 
tack. 

Mrs. Lloyd Norton, 600

Dryden displays old form 
as Canadiens edge Bruins 


Montreal Canadiens cleared 
another hurdle Wednesday 
night, but perhaps more im¬ 
portant than the extension of 
their unbeaten streak to 21 
games was the fine perform¬ 
ance they got from goal¬ 
keeper Ken Drydeh. 

Dryden, ^>ack after sitting 
out a season, had been having 
his troubles this season. Al¬ 
though he had played in 31 of 
Canadiens’ first 43 games and 
had a 15-5-11 record, his 
goals-against average higher 
than had been ordinary In pre¬ 
vious seasons and he was 
being pressured for the first-, 
string job by Michel Laroc- 
oue, who had been beaten 
only once in 12 games and has 
a 2.00 goals-against average. 

Dryden got the call Wednes¬ 
day because he usually plays 
well against Boston Bruins, 
and he made coftch Scotty 
Bowman look good with a old- 
time performance which led 
to a 5-3 Montreal victory. 

The lanky netminder was 
particularly good in the early 
minute? as the Bruins put on 
an impressive power play. He 
stopped eight shots before his 
teammates managed their 
first shot on Ken Broderick, 
and when Yvan Coumoyer 
made good on It Canadiens 
had a 1-0 lead. 

Canadiens were outshot 20-5 
in the first period, but left it 
ai 1-1 because of Dryden’s su¬ 
perlative play. They built 
their leac^to 4-1 by the jlate 
minute* of the second period, 
and just made it. Their last 


goal was into an empty net as 
the Bruins used six attackers 
in their try for the tying goal. 

Victory moved Canadiens 
within two games of tying the 
National Hockey League 
record for an unbeaten 
streak. It was set at 23 by the 
1941 Boston Bruins, and the 
1975 club didn’t miss by much 
in attempting to end the Mon¬ 
treal run at 20 games. 

Canadiens $re at home for 
their next two games, too, but 
they won’t have it easy with 
the improving Toronto Maple 
Leafs as Saturday opponents 
and the hard-to-beat Los An¬ 
geles Kings in town for a Sun¬ 
day game. Should Canadiens 
get through both games with¬ 
out defeat, they’ll try for a 
record on Thursday in Min¬ 
nesota against the North 
Stars. 

The Leafs, who not long ago 
had reason to worry about 
whether they cquld hojd third 
place in their division from 
California Seals, made it five 
w’ins in seven games by lay¬ 
ing it on St. Louis Blues, 4-1. 

Early goals by Bob Neely 
and Errol Thompson were 
enough for the Leafs, who 
worked hard the rest of the 
way to help goalkeeper Doug 
Favell. Gary Sabourin just 
about ended hopes for his 
former teammates w r hen he 
scored on a breakaway with 
less than eight minutes re¬ 
maining, and Lanny McDon¬ 
ald closed it out in the last 
seconds by shooting the puck 
into an open net.

Joe Moss, who served as in¬ 


terim head coach of Toronto 
Argonauts last season and be¬ 
came an assistant again when 
Rus* Jackson was hired as 
head man. said the ideal 
roster would be 40, with taxi 
squads outlawed. 

Ray Jauch of Edmonton Es¬ 
kimos, Bud Riley of Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers and Eagle 
Keys of British Columbia 
Lions said a more practical 
number would be 36. 

Jim Wood of Calgary Stam- 
peders said the question of 
rosters must not be left with 
coaches “because we’d take 
all the players we could get.” 

Keys said every Canadian 


team is forced to keep players 
around because of injuries 
and advocated recognizing 
•taxi squads players who 
work out with the team but 
i re not part of the roster - 
as a solution to the injury 
problem .every club en¬ 
counters during a season. \ 
Wood said a taxi squad of, 
Canadian players would help 
solve one of the coaches’ 
major difficulties, developing 
young prospects. Many young 
players lacked experience and 
were discouraged by being 
forced to move from team to 
tfam because the currept 
3:£-man roster did not leave 
room for them. 


Wood said he was violently 
opposed to rules approved rer 
eently to open up the kicking 
game by allowing blocking 
above the waist on punt re¬ 
turns. 

Blocking on punt returns is 
certain to lead tONinjuries, he 
said. He doubted the cljpfigfe 
would open tip the game as 
mueh as was intended. 

“I think you’ll find every 
team kicking higher an/l 
shorter and being careful not 
to kick too far to provide cov¬ 
erage.

1o kick out of bounds rather 
than give the ball to a top 


“Take Johnny Rodgers of 
Montreal, for example. Til 
fire the guy who kicks it to 
him.” 

Marv Levy, coach of the 
Grey Cup-champion Alouettes, 
said he favored almost ail the 
changes that promise to open 
up the game, but he was un¬ 
happy that a reduction to 
IJf-meri was not approved. 
f , T think a reduction in the 
number of receivers would 
mean that the great pass- 
catchers of our game — fel¬ 
lows like George McGowan of 
Edmonton, Gamey Henley of 
Hamilton and * Rodgers — 
would catch the ball more 
often. 


He also said the reduction 
would make the passing game 
more valuable because there 
would, be fewer defensive 
backs, leaving wider creases 
in a zone defence. 

Coach Jerry Williams of * 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats said the 
only way to play zone defence 
if thereduction was approved 
would be to use a three-man 
line “which would give the 
quarterback more time to 
throw the ball.” 

The CFL roles committee 
also introduced a two-point 
conversion option and a man¬ 
datory kickoff from the 
-35-yard line after a field goal. 

The coaches agreed the con¬ 


version option will make theii 4 
job tougher. George Brancato 
of Ottawa Rough Riders said 
he expected most coaches to 
go with the one-point place¬ 
ment attempt “unless it was. 
late in a game and you had a 
chance to win or tie.’’ 

Jauch said the single point 
in Canadian football means 
there are few ties anyw-ay; 
but if it helped attract fans, 
he w r as In favor of the change. 

Moss said he has reserva¬ 
tions about the two-point rule. 

“That's just one more head¬ 
ache, one more chance to get 
a coach in trouble. It gives ah 
owner one more chance to 
fire a coach.”

Prosecutors seek advice

COURTENAY — Two dele¬ 
gations, one representing the 
Courtenay-Comox chamber of 
Commerce, the other the Re¬ 
tail Merchants Association, 
will appear before city council 
Monday to ask that no exten¬ 
sion be granted Dominion 
Construction Company for 
presentation of plans covering 
a 53.5 million shopping centre 
proposed for Ryan Road. 

Decision to have strong rep¬ 
resentation at the council 
meeting was taken at a 90- 
minute meeting Wednesday 
attended by 30 downtown mer¬ 
chants. 

Inno Schaefer, a main 
street merchant who called 
the meeting, told the group 
the meeting was called to 
discuss upgrading the down¬ 
town business area. He men¬ 
tioned better parking facili¬ 
ties, sprucing up the business 
section and adopting standard 
business hours as ways this 
could be accomplished, 

“We have to be able to com¬ 
pete with the new shopping 
centre which is to be built at 
the southern entrance to the 
city.” he said. 

He warned, “if we don’t 
take immediate action to re¬ 
medy pur shortcomings the 
downtown area will become 
dilapidated and will die.” 

Schaefer warned of what he 
termed economic suicide if 
<-<>uncil grants Dominion Con¬ 
struction the extension. 

There was strong difference 
of opinion to a suggestion by 
downtown merchant Geoff 
Rainey that a downtown mer¬ 
chants association be formed. 

Purpose of the association 
would be uniting and promot¬ 
ing the downtown area. 

He dismissed a suggestion 
by chamber of commerce 
director George Law that 
such an organization operate 
under the wing of the 
chamber. Stating that the as¬ 
sociation would be responsible 
for promoting only one secton 
of the business community. 

Rainey suggested that park¬ 
ing meters be removed from 
the downtown area and said 
“we might even consider 
turning the downtown shop¬ 
ping centre into a mall. 

“We desperately need a 
close knit organization that 
can promote the downtown 
area." said Rainey. 

Schaefer said “we don’t 
want to wind up with massive 
urban sprawl as is the case 
with Duncan and Nanaimo.” 

He urged the formation of a 
strong group which could 
work within the framework of 
the chamber’s Retail Mer¬ 
chant’s Association. 

However, there was strong 
criticism by several mer¬ 
chants on the lack of activity

by the chamber over the past 
few years regarding promo¬ 
tion of the business communi¬ 
ty. 

Rainey said in the ten years 
he has been in the ciy the 
chamber has historically not 
been too active. , 

Other merchants claimed 
the actions of some of their 
colleagues are driving busi¬ 
ness to the shopping centres. 

Several merchants cri¬ 
ticized the chamber for not 
alerting members of their 
meetings and Schaefer told 
the meeting he has m) idea 
where he can renew his 
chamber membership as the 
chamber has no postal 
address. 

“I am a paid up member of 
the chamber and I have yet to 
be advised of a meeting,” 
said Schaefer. “It’s a pretty 
slipshod w'ay of running an or¬ 
ganization.” 

When asked for a show of 
hands, half the people in the 
audience indicated they a re 
not members of the chamber. 
Some explained that they 
have never been approached 
by a chamber representative 
while others said they have 
attempted to contact directors 
but have been unsuccessful. 

Schaefer told the meeting it 
was quite evident at a recent 
public meeting that many 
people do not agree with the 
way in which planning of the 
city is handled. This concern 
set the stage for a number of 
concerned citizens to act as 
they could visualize the short¬ 
comings of.spot development 
which tends to fragment a 
city, he said. 

To improve city planning, 
merchants must pay more at¬ 
tention to outside developers 
and become more active in 
the planning process, 
Schaefer said. 

Reviewing the efforts of 
concerned citizens to halt con¬ 
struction of shopping centres 
here, Schaefer said the in¬ 
spector of municipalities has 
been asked to conduct an in¬ 
quiry into the group’s charges 
of irregularities in connection 
with the centres. 

While it is easy to lay the 
blame at city council’s door, 
merchants must accept some 
of the blame because they 
have not done their part in 
keeping council advised of 
their wishes, he said. 

“Our only concern is for a 
better developed city,” said 
Schaefer. "We must be more 
responsive . towards our city 
and its people and create a 
better image.” 

Boyd Lafferty was named 
president of the merchants 
group with Rainey elected 
vice-president and William 
Wilkes, secretary. 

Te group plans to hold a 
luncheon meeting Wednesday 
to discuss future plans.

DUNCAN — The trial of 
eight Cowichan Indians 
charged with fishing illegally 
in the Cowichan River last 
Sept. 22, has ben adjourned 
for two weeks. 

The adjournment w r as 
granted in provincial court 
here Wednesday on the sec¬ 
ond day of the trial, at the 
request of provincial govern¬ 
ment prosecutor, Ralph Hut¬ 
chinson of Nanaimo. 

Hutchinson told the court he 
had been instructed on the 
case only last week, and “this 
is a complicated subject. 

“I am just beginning to 
grasp the complexities of the 
case,” he said. “We would 
like an adjournment because 
we want to obtain -the opinion 
of an expert in the history of 
British Columbia.” 

There were no objections, 
and resumption was set for 
Jan. 29, at 10 a.m. 

Provincial Court Judge 
Lance Heard called the ad¬ 
journment after the crown 
prosecutors asked for some 
time to find exjrert testimony 
of fishing regulations prior to 
1871, when British Columbia 
.joined Confederation. 

Doug Saunders lawyer re¬ 
presenting^ the Indians, con¬ 
tends the federal government 
has not fulfilled ibwiljligations 
set out by the terms of union 
of 1871. 

“The federal government 
was obliged under Section 13 
of the terms of union to main¬ 
tain an Indian fishing policy 
as liberal as that’ maintained 
by the colonial government 
prior to 1871.” Saunders said. 

“Aboriginal rights exist in 
law and they have not been 
extinguished irt the non-treaty 
areas of B.C.” 

“They can only be taken 
away by a legislation which is 
plain and clear; and the Fish¬ 
eries Act does not plainly and 
clearly take away the rights 
of the accused persons,” 
Saunders said. 

Before the adjournment was 
called Wednesday the prose¬ 
cutors. Jack Davie, for the 
federal government and Hut-

chinson called two witnesses 
for the crown. 

Joseph Eliot, 74. one of the 
eldest members of the Cow- 
ichan Indian Band, gave testi¬ 
mony on the location of fish 
weirs and fishing conditions 
on the Cowichan River in his 
youth. 

"Back in 1918. my mother 
and I went down to the river 
and got 150 salmon, our 
quota, in one night,” Eliot 
told the court. 

Questioned by Davie on 
whether the quota was one set 
down at the time by the de¬ 
partment of fisheries, - Eliot 
said; 

"No, It was a quota set by 
our family; that is all we 
needed for our winter sup¬ 
ply.” 

Saunders objected to this 
line of questioning on grounds 
that it was Irrelevant, but the 
judge disagreed. “It may 
have something to do with the 
policy and regulations that 
were brought in by the feder¬ 
al government," he said. 

The second crown witness 
was Edward Armstrong, con¬ 
servation officer for the de¬ 
partment of fisheries in Dun¬ 
can, who was instrumental in 
having the charges brought 
against the Indians. 

Saunders also objected to 
Armstrong’s testimony on 
grounds that the defence had 


already admitted »toat the de¬ 
fendants’ activities were in 
violation of regulations set 
down in fhe Fisheries Act. 

“Our case is based on the 
premise that the accused were 
exempt from the federal regu¬ 
lations.” Saunders said. 

Heard overruled Saunders’ 
objection and agreed with 
Davie, who said: “I am sure 
this case will gq to a higher 
court and it is our contention 
that as much information as 
possible must be made avail¬ 
able.” 

The conservation officer 
then told the court of the clos¬ 
ing of the Cowichan river last 
fall to Indian food fishing, and 
the curtailment of sports fish¬ 
ing on the river And part of 
Cowichan Bay. 

Under cross examination. 
Armstrong also told the court 
that a diversion in the river 
by B.C. Forest Products takes 
up to 90 cubic feet of water a 
second from the river to ‘sup¬ 
ply the Company’s Crofton 
pulp and paper mill.

Comox merchants alarmed by increase in vandalism

COMOX — Establishment 
of an RCMP detachment in 
this town and the hiring of se¬ 
curity guards to combat the 
rising tide of vandalism, has 
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been suggested by a Victoria 
lawyer acting on behalf of a 
Comox Avenue merchant 
The proposals were outlined 
in a letter from John S. 
Davies, acting on behalf of 
Duval Enterprises^Ltd., oper¬ 
ators of the Jolly Giant Store, 
which was read at Monday 
night’s council meeting. 

Davies »aid his client and 
other merchants in the 
area have been having prob¬ 
lems with juveniles for years, 
but the problem has been get¬ 
ting worse in the past few 
months. 

Aside from the perennial 
shoplifting problem, vandal¬ 
ism and general annoyance 
caused by juveniles in the last 
year has increased to a point 
where it is seriously affecting 
business, council was told. 

Young people who gather in 
front of stores baiting custom¬ 
ers, using obscene language, 
damaging property, defacing 
walls and smashing lights, 
were cited as some of the 
more common ocurrences. 

These acts of vandalism 
have reached epidemic pro¬ 
portions, causing not only a 
loss of business but also a 
great deal of economic loss as 
well. 

Although Davies’ client is 
ready to admit the problem is 
a universal one, he does feel 
it is particularly prevalent-in 
the Comox area and is due, in 
part, to the lack of resident 
police protection. 

Davies said the Courtenay 
RCMP detachment is doing 
tha best job possible, but with 
onfy three men available on 
any shift, the police simply 
cannot “show the flag enough 
in the Comox area.” 

He urged council to make 
representations to the Attor¬ 
ney - General to have an 


RCMP detachment stationed 
in Comox so they would be 
immediately available on any 
call and could do some effec¬ 
tive patrol work. 

Representations could also 
be made to the Attorney- 
General’s department con¬ 
cerning the attitude and in¬ 
structions of that department 
to police and provincial 
judges regarding their deal¬ 
ings with juveniles, the writer 
suggested.

Fred Hildenbrand, president 
of Atlantic Richfield Canada 
Ltd., confirmed that suits by 
Imperial and by Gulf Oil had 
been received and added:

Imperial and Gulf are two 
of the three remaining 
partners in the Syncrude con¬ 
sortium. The other is Canada 
Cities Service Ltd. Together 
they are seeking new financ¬ 
ing to take the place of Atlan¬ 
tic Richfield. 

Atlantic Richfield, which 
had a 30-per-cent interest in 
the oil sands project, said it 
was withdrawing its partici¬ 
pation maiply because of 
soaring ccrifs.

Union leader set 
to shaft Olympics 


QUEBEC CITY (UPI) 

The Quebec government will 
move forcefully today to end 
a labor dispute threatening 
the 1976 summer games, but 
the head of the striking union 
says he will recommend his 
members stay off the job any- 
w’ay and “to hell with the 
Olympics.*’ 

Michel Galarneau, president 
of the 1,200-member Iron 
Workers Union, was angered 
Wednesday when he was re¬ 
fused permission to speak be¬ 
fore a 19-member parliamen¬ 
tary commission charged with 
settling the dispute. 

“I’m going back to Mon¬ 
treal and recommend to my 
fellow members not to go 
back to work,” Galarneau 
told reporter? after the mo¬ 
tion for him to testify was de¬ 
nied. 

"The Olympics can dry 


up,” Galarneau said angrily. 
“To hell with the Olympics. 
They’re asking for trouble by 
not hearing us.” 

The iron workers have been 
on strike for seven weeks 
seeking a $l-an-hour cost-of- 
living wage increase. The 
strike has halted building 
projects across Quebec, in¬ 
cluding the $380 million Olym¬ 
pic Stadium. 

The parliamentary commis¬ 
sion concluded two days of 
hearings with the dispute still 
unresolved. It is now up to the 
Quebec government to force 
an end to the dispute. 

Quebec Premier Robert 
Bourassa called a late night 
meeting Wednesday with tog 
advisers and Labor Minister 
Jean Cournoyer and sche¬ 
duled a full cabinet meeting 
for today.

I»onent of PS AC w r ould pull 
about 500 Victoria workers off 
the job. 

It would also completely 
paralyse facilities such as the 
Victoria International Airport 
at Patricia Bay. the Esqui¬ 
mau federal dockyards and 
the Federal forestry laborato¬ 
ry and would halt vocational 
education programs at Wil¬ 
liam Hdd prison, the PSAC 
agent said. 

The ma jor issue in the bar¬ 
gaining alliance’s dispute with 
the federal Treasury Board is 
w'ages, Dalzell said. 1 

The dispute has l)een in 
conciliation since late last 
year, but "all hope” of reach¬ 
ing an agreement through 
these means appeal's gone, 
he added.

Under U.S. Federal Power 
Commission regulations, the 
decision by Judge J. S. Ka¬ 
plan. goes into effect in 40 
days unless objections are 
filed beforehand. 

The gas will be purchased 
from Pan-Alberta Gas Ltd. 
and transported to a connec¬ 
tion at Sumas, Wash., by 
Westcoast Transmission Co. 

Ltd. 

Experts here said that al¬ 
though the price for the extra 
supply appeared h i g h - 
approaching the $1.93 recently 
proposed by Barrett - about 
25 per cent of the natural gas 
produced in the U.S. is re¬ 
garded as “free gas” and al¬ 
lowed to find its own market 
level. In some cases, this is as 
high as $4 per thousand cubic 
feet. 

Barrett said in Victoria, 

“Well of course this just con¬ 
firms my contention that B.C, 
gas should be selling at a 
much higher rate. The federal 
minister of energy Mr. (Don¬ 
ald) Macdonald has already 
stated publicly that my posi¬ 
tion is a correct one and that 
there will be a review of natu¬ 
ral gas prices this spring at a 
first ministers’ conference. 

"I want 4 evervbody to under¬ 
stand very clearly that we are 
selling our gas too cheaply to 
the United States. And with 
this court decision some Al¬ 
berta gas will be selling at 50 
per cent more than what we 
are presently receiving at the 
border.” 

Should Judge Kaplan’s deci¬ 
sion become final, and there 
is considered little likelihood 
it will be overtoiled, it would 
mark the first jime incremen¬ 
tal pricing had been applied 
to gas from Canada, experts 
said. 

Generally, all gas to all cus¬ 
tomers is lumped in together 
and the price averaged out. In 
this case, the extra gas will 
be paid for by those contract¬ 
ing for it.

Nanaimo gas consumers only 

Fuel boosted 


NANAIMO - The British 
Columbia Energy Commission 
has approved rate increases 
which will raise*home fuel 
costs of the average gas cus¬ 
tomer in Nanaimo by 50 to 60 
per cent. 

In announcing the Nanaimo 
rate increase, the BCEC also 
asked the provincial govern¬ 
ment for authority to conduct 
a full inquiry into “all facets 
of the supply and pricing of 
butane and propane in B.C.” 

The increase made public 
Wednesday — is the highest 
ever authorized by the com¬ 
mission for a B.C. gas utility, 
but is still substantially below 
the increase of more than 100 
per cent asked by the Van¬ 
couver Island Gas Co. Ltd.

committed suicide in the cells 
Jan. 1. 

Ellis was the first suicide in 
the city cells in 12 years. 

No fault 

The jury found that jailer 
Constable Kent Anthony, who 
testified earlier that he found 
Ellis hanging from his T-shirt 
from the bars at 11:05 p.m., 
had no chance of alerting any¬ 
one else in the jail of the situ¬ 
ation. 

Anthony testified earlier 
that he had to leave Ellis in 
the cell and go to a phone to 
summon assistance. 

The jury further found no 
fault on the part of anyone 
connected with the case. 

Failing installation of some 
method of surveillance in the 
cells, the jury recommended 
that cell checks always be 
made by two officers. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre told the jury a ver¬ 
dict of suicide could only be 
reached if they ' were con¬ 
vinced EHis was of sound 
mind and knew what he was 
doing. 

Morphine 

Early testimony, St. Jorre 
reminded the jury, had shown 
Ellis to be drowsy five hours 
before his death. 

(Neurosurgeon Dr. Stuart 
Cameron told the inquest on 
Jan. 3 that he began treating 
Ellis for a condition last No¬ 
vember prompted by a heroin 
and crushed methadone over¬ 
dose. Cameron also told the 
inquest then that Ellis was an 
admitted heroin user since the 
age of 14.) 

But St. Jorre reminded the 
jury Wednesday that analysis 
of Ellis’ urine showed only 
traces of morphine. Tests on 
Ellis’ blood and liver showed 
no evidence of drugs. 

St. Jorre said the evidence 
of Edward Coss, 36, of 1465 
Hillside, who occupied a cell 
next to Ellis did not help the 
inquest at all. 

Intoxicated 

Coss. who according to his 
own and police evidence was 
intoxicated at the time of 
Ellis’ death, told the inquest: 
“I don’t know whether I was 
dreaming it or not at the time 
I heard ‘Help me, Help me’ 
and I wasn’t sure if it was 
coming from the next cell, the 
cells down below, or where it 
was coming from ...” 

Coss did not know when he 
heard the calls for help. 

Police testimony Jan. 3 in¬ 
dicated that Ellis was taken 
to the cells after being arrest¬ 
ed in connection with a break- 
in at the Victoria General 
Hospital pharmacy shortly 
after he had been released 
from the hospital Jan. 3. 

Arresting officer Constable 
Paul Await told the inquest 
then that Ellis was searched 
after he had been arrested 
and was found to have a 
quantity of .valium, librium, 
marijuana, and a disposable 
hypodermic needle.

Victoria,-Vancouver, Seattle triangle 


Fewer flights, more seats 


Fewer flights to and from 
Vancouver and Seattle but 
greater passenger capacity to 
both those cities will soon l>e 
the lot of this area’s inter-city- 
air travellers. 

Pacific Western Airlines, 
principal carrier on the route 
between Victoria and Van- 
cduver and sole carrier be¬ 
tween here and Seattle, an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
there will be only six flights 
daily to and from Vancouver 
this summer and two flights 
daily to and from Seattle. 

Last summer’s schedule 
called for seven PWA flights 
a day between here and Van¬ 
couver and four between here 
and Seattle. Air Canada will 
continue to fly its usual three 
flights a day between here 
and Vancouver. 

The decrease is tied into the 
start of direct flights for PWA 
from Vancouver to Seattle 
and return, of which there 
will be four a day, starting 
April 27 and coinciding with 
the beginning of daylight sav¬ 
ing time. 

The increased passenger ca¬ 
pacity results from the al- 
most-total use of Boeing 737 
jet planes, which have a ca¬ 
pacity of 117. The jet-prop 
Convair 640. formerly the 
workhorse of the route, will 
fly only once a day between 
here and Vancouver. It has 50 
passenger seats. 

The new total seal availabil¬ 
ity after April 27 between 
here and Vancouver will be 
920, including 285 from Air 
Canada’s DC-9s. Formerly the 
10 flights a day totalled 467 
seats, including Air Canada’s 
285. 

The Vancouver-Seattle 
direct run will provide 468 
seats a day and the now- 


halved Victoria-Seattle run 
will have 234 seats each way 
where there were 200 last 
summer.

Encouraged by chairman 
James Campbell, the Capital 
Region Board took a wary 
look Wednesday at Premier 
Barrett’s proposal last week 
of cutting municipalities in on 
natural gas revenues.

For these reasons I think we 


should all look this gift horse 
very carefully in the mouth," 
he told fellow board 
members. 

Victoria director Mayor 
Peter Pollen received unani¬ 
mous support for a motion to 
send Campbell’s comments on 
municipal financing to Bar¬ 
rett. 

Premier Barrett last week" 
announced a plan to increase 
the export price of natural 
gas and shafe revenues equal¬ 
ly among the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments and B.C. 
municipalities. Later it was 
announced there would be no 
immediate increase. 


Campbell said Barrett’s 
offer was ‘‘tantamount to ad¬ 
mission by a responsible min¬ 
ister of finance that the mu¬ 
nicipalities need about twice 
what the current per capita 
grant is giving them.”

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Involve parents in care planning’ 


It’s time that parents had some say ill 
planning new maternity-care facilities, the 
organizer of the newly-formed Victoria 
branch of the International Childbirth Educa¬ 
tion Association said in an interview. 

The group, which held its first meeting 
Wednesday night, is not a protest group, but 
is upset that most of the people involved in 
planning new maternity facilities in the Capi¬ 
tal Region have been professionals and “peo¬ 
ple concerned with hospital structure and 
reducing costs,” Lucy Nelson said. 

The idea of forming the Victoria chapter 
of the association came after reports of a 
Capital Region plan to centralize all mater¬ 


nity services at Royal Jubilee Hospital, al¬ 
though Mrs. Nelson said the group will not 
fight the centralization proposal. 

The primary aim, she said, is to convince 
hospital officials of the value of a concept 
known as family-centred care, which involves 
open nurseries, fathers being allowed in deli¬ 
very rooms and any other type of service 
that makes childbirth seem less like illness. 

Although both Royal Jubilee and Victoria 
Geqeral Hospital “have gone a long way to 
support family-centred care, there are im¬ 
provements that can be made.” 

Centralization is very difficult to achieve 
without losing flexibility — a key to this type 


of maternity care — but “if there is to be one 
central unit — if’s important to provide for 
flexibility in the planning,” she said. 

As well, Mrs. Nelson said, planning should 
take into account that certain practices in 
maternity care are organized for the doctor’s 
convenience and aren’t necessarily the best 
for the patient. 

For example, she said, delivery tables are 
designed so the woman gives birth lying flat 
on her back with her legs spread wide apart.' 

This position make it easier for the doc¬ 
tor to see, but is more uncomfortable for the 
woman than a modified squatting posture 
with the legs closer together, which would 


also allow the woman to push with the con¬ 
tractions, she explained. 

“In planning hospitals, this is the kind of 
thing that should be considered,” she said. 

Women are also moved, out of a labor 
room into a delivery room just before birth, 
which, she said is upsetting to women and 
may have the effect of creating a need fior 
more medication. 

After the group is organized, it might 
begin to look at options for in-hospital deli¬ 
very, such as a birth clinic or at-home births 
backed up by a team of specially-trained 
nurses and special ambulances in case of 
emergency, she said.
